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The  Hannah  Case 


The  nett  results  of  the  Hannah  Case  just  concluded 
before  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  are 
as  follows: — 

1st.  The  confusion  of  the  Courts  in  the  matter  of  Medical, 
Dental  and  Pharmacy  practice  has  been  dispelled. 

2nd.  The  principle  of  equality,  or,  in  other  words,  equal 
opportunity,  of  the  various  special  Medical,  Dental  and  Pharmacy 
callings  has  been  incontestably  demonstrated  ;  that  is,  that  a  prac- 
titioner is  known  by  his  degree  or  diploma,  that  there  is  no  law 
extant  which  defines  the  functions  of  the  various  callings,  and  that  each 
practitioner  performs  whatever  act  is  necessary  to  his  calling  at  his 
option. 

3rd.  The  Medical  Trust  or  monopoly  established  in  South  Africa 
has  been  smashed  for  ever. 

4th.  By  clearly  defining  the  fundamental  principles  of  Medical, 
Dental  and  Pharmacy  practice,  the  South  African  Government  has 
been  enabled  to  pass  correct  and  sound  legislation  on  the  subject  this 
session. 

5th.  The  clear  definition  of  the  fundamental  principles  guiding 
Medical,  Dental  and  Pharmacy  practice  must  of  necessity  establish 
the  status  of  each  person  practising  any  of  the  various  callings  in 
every  portion  of  the  British  Empire. 


The  interpretation  of  Section  39  of  Ordinance  29, 1904,  of  the  Transvaal  by 
the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  was  as  follows  :  — 

"Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  and  falsely  pretend  to  be,  or  take  or  use  the  name  or  title  of  a 
physician,  doctor  of  medicine,  licentiate  in  medicine  or  surgery,  bachelor  of  medicine,  doctor,  surgeon, 
general  medical  practitioner,  or  apothecary,  or  dentist,  or  chemist,  or  druggist,  or  any  name,  title,  addition, 
or  description  implying,  or  calculated  to  lead  people  to  infer,  that  he  is  registered  under  this  Ordinance, 
or  that  he  is  duly  qualified  to  practise  as  a  physician,  doctor  of  medicine,  or  surgeon,  or  licentiate  in 
medicine  and  surgery,  bachelor  of  medicine,  doctor,  general  medical  practitioner,  or  apothecary,  or 
dentist,  or  chemist,  or  druggist  ;  and  any  person  who  shall  practise  or  shall  do  anything  or  perform  such 
acts  as  specially  belong  to  the  calling  of  a  medical  practitioner,  dentist,  or  chemist  or  druggist  respectively, 
without  such  registration  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  £'00  for  each  offence,  and 
in  default  of  payment  he  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  six  months,  unless  such  fine  be  sooner  paid." 

The  Lord  Chancellor  :  "But  the  section  is  in  two  parts  dealing  with  two 
separate  and  distinct  offences." 

In  the  test  case  (Greene  v.  Rex)  it  was  held  to  cover  three  offences.  The 
Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  holds  that  it  covers  two  offences. 
Mr.  Hannah  holds  that  it  covers  one  offence  only,  namely,  fraudulent  practice.

ARTIFICIAL  TEETH  are  a  constant  danger  to  health 
if  the  plate  on  which  they  rest  is  not  kept  clean  and  free 
from  particles  of  decomposing  food. 

A  fig  pip  or  a  splinter  of  crust  will  cause  acute  discomfort, 
and  for  that  reason  the  intruder  is  soon  removed.  But,  as  it 
does  not  hurt,  a  film  of  soft  organic  matter  may  rest  for  a  long 
time  in  one  of  the  many  little  cavities  in  the  plate — especially  near 
the  teeth — and  become  a  veritable  breeding-ground  for  harmful 
bacilli.  This  may  be  so,  although  you  clean  the  plate  with 
regularity,  if  you  are  not  using  the  right  material  for  the  purpose. 
For  instance,  some  people  use  ordinary  tooth  powder,  which, 
being  soft,  goes  over  the  top  but  does  not  "lift"  the  food  from 
the  cavities.  Others  use  ordinary  pumice  wafer,  a  better  cleanser 
perhaps  but  a  crude  remedy,  scratching  the  enamel  of  the  teeth  and 
leaving  a  sense  of  grittiness  when  the  plate  is  replaced  in  the 
mouth.

Business  in  the  produce-markets  shows  an  all-round 
shrinkage,  and"  a  feeling  of  acute  depression  has  prevailed 
owing  to  the  war  between  Austria  and  Soma.  The  few 
changes  include  a  further  advance  in  citric  acid,  thymol, 
and  distilled  lime  oil;  linseed  and  palm  oils  are  dearer. 
Carbolic  acid  is  advancing.  Lemon  oil,  new  senega,  copper 
sulphate,  American  peppermint  oil,  shellac,  and  turpentine 
are  more  or  less  cheaper  (p.  59).

The  visit  to  the  great  soap  works  of  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  at 
Port  Sunlight,  took  up  the  afternoon  of  July_24.  Some 
hundred  and  thirty  persons  entrained  at  1  p.m.  in  reserved 
saloons  at  the  General  Station.  Bebington  was  reached  in 
about  thirty-five  minutes— Bebington  being  the  nearest 
station  to  Port  Sunlight-^and  here  waggonettes  were  wait- 
ing to  convey  the  party  to  the  works.  A  route  at  once 
devious  and  picturesque  was  taken,  so  as  to  include  every 
building  of  interest  in  the  celebrated  garden  city.

vast  field  of  human  toil.  Passing  through  the  main,  offices, 
where  a  thousand  clerks  are  at  work,  and  after  a  peep  at 
one  of  the  chemical  laboratories,  the  party  found  itself  in

the  box-making  department.  Immediately  afterwards  the 
piocess  of  soap-making  was  shown.  On  an  upper  floor  stood 
sixty  vats,  each  holding  60  tons  of  combined  oil  and  alkali, 
where  these  ingredients  are  boiled  together  so  that  soap  and 
glycerin  are  formed.  The  glycerin  is  separated,  and  the 
soap,  still  molten,  is  conveyed  by  means  of  rectangular 
wooden  channels  into  moulds  6  ft.  high,  where  it  remains 
till  cool,  and  is  afterwards  cut  up,  moulded,  wrapped,  and 
boxed.  The  party  then  passed  on  to  the  wharf,  where 
thousands  of  tons  of  material  is  handled  daily ;  then  to 
an  inspection  of  the  girls'  dining-hall,  its  walls  hung  with 
excellent  and  original  water-colours  and  oil-paintings ; 
thence  to  the  surgeries ;  afterwards  to  the  power-station ; 
then  to  the  printing-works,  where  handbills,  posters,  bill- 
heads, pictorial  souvenirs,  etc.,  are  created  ;  and,  finally,  ^o 
the  Vinolia  works.  These  latter,  whence  come  dainty  toilet- 
preparations  for  dainty  people,  were  of  particular  interest 
to  the  ladies,  who  watched  with  close  attention  the  milling, 
pressing  into  bars,  cutting  into  tablets,  stamping  and  trim- 
ming of  many  varieties  of  Vinolia  soap.  Also  were  seen 
the  making  and  packing  of  many  well-known  Vinolia  pre- 
parations, such  as  face-powder,  vanishing  creams,  bril- 
liantines  and  pomades,  perfumes,  and  shaving-soaps.  Then, 
having  walked  through  works  for  a  total  distance  of  not

less  than  a  mile,  the  party  betook  itself  to  the  Hulme  Hall 
for  a  really  sumptuous  tea,  easily  the  finest  tea  offered 
during  the  Conference.  At  the  close,  Mr.  Hulme  Lever, 
who  presided,  in  a  modest  speech  welcomed  the  gathering. 
The  President  (Mr.  Farr)  thanked  him  and  his  co-directors 
heartily  for  the  splendid  hospitality,  and  he  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  John  Simon.     Finally  came  a   speech  from  Mr. 


W.  _  E.  Booth,  the  manager  of  the  Vinolia  Co.,  whose 
genial  presence  and'  whose  services  in  organising  the  visit 
were  very  much  appreciated.  Among  the  pleasant  things 
which _ Mr.  Booth  said  is  the  following:  "  I  must  say  a  day 
out  with  chemists  is  one  of  the  jolliest  days  one  can  have. 
Mr.  Lever,  I  am  sure  if  ever  you  get  an  opportunity  of 
spending  a  day  out  with  chemists,  you  will  have  the  time 
of  your  life  from  an  entertaining  as  well  as  an  instructive 
standpoint.  I  shall  never  forget  the  excitement  with  which 
I  was  dragged  to  see  a  clump  of  belladonna  growing  in 
Valle  Crucis  Abbey.  _  Then  _  Mr.  Farr  was  triumphantly 
waving  what  looked  like  ordinary  grass,  but  it  was,  I  was 
informed,  '  the  only  poisonous  British  grass.'  Afterwards 
I  had  a  lecture  on  bees,  and  I  know  more  about  bees  than 
ever  before  in  my  life,  and,  bearing  in  mind  the  excellent 
concert  we  had  last  night,  it  was  one  of  the  finest  days  I 
have  ever  spent."  Supporting  Mr.  Hulme  Lever  were 
(besides  those  already  named)  Mr.  Alexander  Paul,  Mrs. 
Farr,  Mr.  Shepheard;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Saville  Peck,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Cecil  Owen,  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett,  Mrs.  Hopley,  Mrs. 
Carter,  Mr.  Clengy  Jones,  Mr.  W.  R.  Brown,  and  Mr. 
Dickinson.  The  gathering,  refreshed  and  delighted,  betook 
itself  to  Bebington  Station,  and  proceeded,  via  Chester, 
homewards.

Poor-Law  Dispensing. 
Mr.  H.  R.  Fawcett  has  been  appointed  by  the  Ber- 
mondsey  Board  of  Guardians  locum-tenens  to  the  dispenser 
at  the  district  dispensaries  at  a  salary  of  Til.  3s.  a  week. 

Miss  W.  Cadoux,  having  been  appointed  dispenser  at 
the  Brixton  Dispensary,  on  leaving  the  Medical-aid  Dis- 
pensary, Loughborough,  received  from  the  Committee 
and  members  of  that  institution  a  valuable  gold  bracelet 
as  a  mark  of  esteem  and  good  wishes. 

The  Southampton  Guardians  have  adopted  a  report 
of  their  House  Committee  recommending  that  ration 
allowance  while  on  holidays  be  allowed  all  indoor  officers, 
subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  fixed  the  amount  of  14s.  per  week  for  various 
officials,  including  the  steward  and  matron,  while  12s. 
per  week  only  is  to  be  allowed  the  dispenser.  [Poor-law 
Section  of  the  Public  Dispensers'  Association,  please  note.] 
The  Bermondsey  Board  of  Guardians,  having  considered 
an  application  from  Mr.  S.  E.  Goggin,  dispenser  of  medi- 
cines at  the  district  dispensaries,  asking  the  Board  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  closing  the  dispensaries  at 
three  o' flock  on  Saturday  afternoons,  as  very  few  pre- 
scriptions are  dispensed  after  1.30  p.m.  on  that  day,  have 
agreed  that  in  future  the  hours  on  Saturdays  be  as 
follows  :  District  Dispensary,  Shad  Thames,  from  10.^ 
a.m.  to  1.30  p.m.,  and  the  District  Dispensary,  Lower 
Road,  from  9  a.m.  to  10.30  a.m.  and  from  2  p.m.  to  3  p.m. 


Congress  of  Surgeons. 
The  fifth  annual  session  of  the  Clinical  Congress  of 
Surgeons  of  North  America  has  been  held  in  London 
this  week,  the  Hotel  Cecil  being  the  headquarters.  Dr. 
Franklin  Martin,  the  President,  gave  a  dinner  at  the 
hotel  on  Monday  evening,  at  which  Sir  Rickman  J. 
Godlee,  Bart.,  the  retiring  President  of  the  Royal  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  London 
Committee  of  Arrangements,  gave  an  address  of  welcome. 
The  members  of  the  Congress  have  spent  most  of  their 
time  in  the  surgical  operating  theatres  of  the  principal 
London  hospitals,  and  papers  by  international  surgeons 
have  been  read  and  discussed. 

An  exhibition  of  surgical  appliances  and  instruments  and 
of  medicinal  preparations  is  being  held  simultaneously  in 
the  Hotel  Cecil.  The  exhibitors  include  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co..  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.,  Dr.  Bayer  & 
Co.,  Budapest  (Merlusan),  C.  De  Witt  Lukers  Co.  (catgut), 
John  Bell  &  Croyden,  Ltd.,  the  Charles  Phillips  Chemical 
Co.,  Horlick's  Malted  Milk  (delightfully  cool  and  refresh- 
ing), the  Sanitas  Electrical  Co..  Ltd.,  the  Tintometer  Co., 
Ltd.,  and  the  Life-saving  Device  Co.  The  last  is  a  peculiarly 
interesting  exhibit  of  the  lung-motor,  a  two-cylindered  pump 
with  respirator  which  forces  air  [plus  oxygen,  if  necessary) 
into  the  lungs  and  draws  it  out  again — in  fact,  does  the 
life-saving  business  quickly  and  well  without  physical  exer- 
tion of  the  patient.  The  tintometer  is  now  adapted  for  use 
as  a  radiometer  with  Sabouraud's  pastilles.  The  electrical 
exhibits  are  splendid. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  samples  of  drugs  submitted  to  the  Bristol  public 
analyst  last  quarter  were  :  zinc  ointment  (3),  sulphur 
tablets,  health  salts  (2),  carbonate  of  magnesia,  iron  tonic 
pills,  extract  of  cascara,  and  chamomile  (one  each).  All 
were  genuine. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of 
the  Middlesex  County  Council  states  that  investigations 
had  shown  that  many  of  the  formaldehyde  tablets  on  the 
market  were  weak  in  formaldehyde,  partly  as  an  inevitable 
result  of  loss  in  manufacture  and  on  keeping.  The  Com- 
mittee hoped  the  possibility  of  making  formaldehyde 
tablets  which  would  retain  a  sufficient  quantity  of  the 
active  ingredient  would  be  further  investigated.  Two 
samples  of  strong  solution  of  ferric  chloride  failed  to 
answer  some  of  the  tests  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
but  it  was  found  that  the  various  tests  there  given  could 
not  all  be  satisfied  if  the  official  method  of  manufacture 
were  followed.  Out  of  thirty  informal  samples  of  liquid 
paraffin  for  internal  use,  four  were  not  free  from  taste 
and  smell,  and  this  matter  is  being  further  investigated. 
Eleven  out  of  fifty  samples  of  tincture  of  iodine  were  more 
or  less  unsatisfactory,  and  in  the  two  worst  cases  the 
vendors  were  prosecuted  and  convicted. 

L.C.C.  Chemical  Department. 

The  London  County  Council  is  reorganising  the  chemical 
branch  of  its  public  health  department.  The  staff  consists 
of  a  chemist,  four  senior  assistants,  three  assistants  in  the 
first  class,  six  assistants  in  the  second  class,  two  minor 
establishment  assistants,  three  laboratory  attendants,  two 
assistant  laboratory  attendants,  one  laboratory  boy,  seven 
samplers,  and  two  assistant  samplers.  Two  of  the  senior 
assistants,  all  the  laboratory  attendants  except  one,  and 
the  samplers  are  at  the  main-drainage  outfall  stations  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  Main  Drainage  Committee. 
Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  duties  attaching  to  the 
position  of  chemist,  for  which  the  salary  is  600Z.  a  year. 
Having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  work  and  the  additional 
responsibility  devolving  on  the  chemist  under  the  new 
arrangements,  the  maximum  salary  is  to  be  increased  to 
700/.  a  year. 

Pharmacies  Sold  by  Auction. 

The  business  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Foggitt,  Ph.C,  Southport, 
was  sold  by  auction  on  Monday,  July  27,  by  Mr. 
Joseph  Saul,  F.A.I.,  auctioneer  and  sheriff's  officer.  The 
sale  was  made  under  distraint  for  rent,  and  by  order 
of  the  Sheriff,  upon  the  premises  367  and  369  Lord  Street, 
Southport,  the  property  offered  being  the  chemist's  and 
druggist's  business  carried  on  there,  including  the  interest 
in  the  same  of  the  tenant.    There  was  a  large  attendance, 
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the  front  shop  being  packed.  Mr.  Saul  explained  that 
the  present  tenancy  expires  on  March  1  next  year,  and 
the  rent  distrained  for  was  up  to  September  1  next.  From 
the  date  of  expiration  of  the  present  tenancy  the  owners 
are  prepared  to  grant  a  further  lease  to  a  responsible 
tenant  for  a  term  of  five  years  at  260/.  a  year,  on  condi- 
tion that  the  tenant  takes  the  premises  as  at  present  and 
makes  any  alterations  required  at  his  own  expense,  the 
owners  putting  in  a  new  mahogany  front,  plate-glass 
windows,  and  new  granite  base,  and  decorating  the  in- 
terior ready  for  fittings.  The  premises  to  be  let  com- 
prised the  front  and  back  shop  on  the  ground  floor,  a 
large  room,  closets,  etc.,  on  the  first  floor,  and  one  room 
at  the  back  on  the  second  floor.  Bidding  started  at  100/., 
and  advanced  to  850/.,  at  which  figure  Boots,  Cash 
Chemists,  Ltd.,  became  the  purchasers."  The  sale  included 
the  entire  contents  of  the  shop  and  premises.  The  pre- 
vious Monday  Messrs.  Boots  purchased  Mr.  Foggitt's 
business  at  the  corner  of  Eastbank  Street  and  Chapel 
Street.  Mr.  Saul  also  conducted  that  sale,  and  bidding 
rose  from  50/.  to  350/. — the  purchase  price.  Only  a  month 
or  two  ago  Messrs.  Boots  opened  a  new  shop  in  Lord 
Street,  and  before  that  they  had  one  in  the  same  street, 
also  one  in  another  part  of  the  town. 

Birmingham. 

The  correspondence  in  the  local  press  re  the  Insur- 
ance Committee's  indebtedness  to  local  pharmacists  is 
being  well  sustained,  and  has  now  resolved  itself  into 
a  "wait-and-see''  attitude. 

The  extension  of  the  city  boundaries  and  the  facili- 
ties for  access  to  the  suburbs  is  increasing  the  import- 
ance of  these  districts  from  a  trade  point  of  view.  The 
pharmacist  has  invaded  these  at  most  of  the  termini, 
and  it  is  rumoured  that  those  pharmacists  on  the  main 
routes  are  pushing  their  influence  further  by  means  of 
branches. 

The  University  prospectus  for  the  coming  season  has 
now  been  issued.  Of  the  subjects  of  interest  to  phar- 
macists, chemistry  is  in  charge  of  Professor  Frankland, 
botany  of  Professor  West,  and  physics  of  the  Principal 
and  Dr.  Shakespeare.  Materia  medica  and  pharmacy 
are  in  the  able  care  of  Dr.  Cooke  Kneale,  a  quondam 
pharmacist,  who  practised  in  Sparkhill. 

In  his  report  for  the  second  quarter  of  1914,  Mr. 
J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C.,  Birmingham  city 
analyst,  states  that  1,023  samples  were  analysed,  in- 
cluding seventy-eight  samples  of  drugs ;  twenty-one  were 
adulterated — glycerin  of  borax,  zinc  ointment,  cream  of 
tartar,  and  seidlitz  powders — particulars  of  each  of  which 
are  set  forth  in  the  report,  and  comparison  made  with 
British  Pharmacopoeia  requirements. 

Sheffield. 

Chemists  should  be  on  the  look-out  for  bad  florins. 
One  business-house  in  Sheffield  has  thirty  of  them,  for 
which  it  gave  3/.  worth  of  goods 

A  number  of  prosecutions  have  been  instituted  under 
the  Shops  Act  against  shopkeepers  of  different  trades, 
and  chemists  should  see  that  the  conditions  of  closing  as 
agreed  upon  by  the  local  Association  are  carried  out. 

John  Arthur  Hydes,  a  Sheffield  dentist,  has  been  fined 
10s.,  and  costs,  at  Chesterfield,  for  the  non-payment  of 
contributions  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  with 
respect  to  an  assistant  formerly  in  his  employment. 
Hydes  was  also  ordered  to  pay  twenty-six  weeks'  con- 
tributions. 

Messrs.  WatsoDS,  High  Street  (Mr.  Heaton,  Ph.C), 
are  well  to  the  front  with  their  summer  photograph 
business.  They  are  advertising  that  they  will  finish 
customers'  spools  by  Watson's  method  and  return  by  the 
following  night's  mail.  They  also  supply  customers  on 
holiday,  or  living  at  a  distance,  with  fresh  spools  direct 
from  the  makers  post  free. 

Mr.  John  Green,  the  Chairman  of  the  Wortley  Board 
of  Guardians,  says  that  whether  or  not  his  Board  decide 
to  join  the  scheme  for  the  combined  treatment  of  the 
feeble-minded  (which  is  to  cost  30,000/.,  and  is  awaiting 
the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board),  his  Board 


admired  the  persistency  with  which  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  News- 
holme,  Chairman  of  the  Sheffield  Board  of  Guardians, 
had  urged  forward  the  scheme. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  an  inquest  held  in  Westminster  on  July  22  regarding 
the  death  of  Patrick  Henry  Black,  L.R.C.P.  &  S.I. 
(33),  late  of  Dalkey,  it  transpired  that  he  had  been  using 
hypodermic  injections  of  cocaine,  and  part  of  a  hypodermic 
needle  had  been  embedded  an  his  heart  for  many  months. 
It  was  quite  bright,  and  there  was  no  evidence  that  the 
heart's  action  had  been  incommoded. 

At  Marlborough  Street  Police-court,  London,  on  July  25,  | 
Mr.  Denman  continued  the  hearing  of  evidence  against 
John  Michael  Desmond,  described  as  a  chemist,  of  Langley 
Lane,  V-auxhall,  who  was  charged  with  having  on  or 
about  April  15  by  false  pretences  obtained  the  sum  of 
50/.  from  Alfred  W.  Goddard,  Regent  Street  (see  C.  &  D.r 
July  18,  p.  36).  The  allegation  against  prisoner  was- 
that  he  represented  to  Mr.  Goddard  that  he  was  chemist 
to  the  firm  of  Wellcome,  Son,  Lodge  &  Desmond,  who 
were  about  to  open  a  factory  at  59  Wandsworth.  Road, 
for  the  manufacture  of  a  patent  varnish;  that  Sir  Oliver 
Lodge  and  Mr.  Wellcome,  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co.,  were  connected  with  the  firm,  and  that  they  re- 
quired a  superintendent  for  the  factory.  Messrs.  Cartier, 
Son  &  Cartier,  of  Carlton  House,  Regent  Street,  were  also 
mentioned  as  connected  with  the  enterprise.  Goddard, 
who  had  answered  prisoner's  advertisement,  paid  Desmond 
51.  to  "  bind  the  contract,"  and  on  subsequently  being 
notified  by  him  that  he  had  been  appointed  to  the  posi- 
tion of  superintendent,  paid  him  the  balance  of  45/., 
according  to  arrangement,  on  April  15.  He  and  his  wife 
took  up  their  residence  at  59  Wandsworth  Road,  and 
remained  in  occupation  till  the  institution  of  these  proceed- 
ings. No  business  had  been  done,  and,  being  unable  to 
recover  his  money,  he  communicated  with  the  police,  and 
prisoner  was  arrested.  Mr.  Henry  S.  Wellcome,  sole  pro- 
prietor of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  gave 
evidence  on  July  25,  stating  that  he  had  never  heard  of 
the  firm  of  Wellcome,  Son,  Lodge  &  Desmond  until  that 
morning.  He  was  not  connected  with  the  firm  of  Cartier, 
Son  &  Cartier.  Mr.  Harry  Moon,  Deputy  Registrar  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  deposed  that 
the  name  of  John  Michael  Desmond  was  not  on  the  register 
of  chemists  and  druggists.  After  further  evidence  prisoner 
was  again  remanded,  an  application  for  reduction  of  bail 
being  refused.

Motor-ambulance  Collision. 
An  appeal  by  Messrs.  Hugh  Moore  &  Alexander,  Ltd., 
wholesale  druggists,  Dublin,  against  the  decision  of  the 
Eecorder  of  Dublin  in  an  action  instituted  against  them 
by  tfte  Corporation  of  Dublin,  was  heard  before  Mr. 
Justice  Molony  on  July  28.  The  action  was  brought 
by  the  Corporation  to  recover  damages,  laid  at  31£.  Is.  2d., 
caused  to  their  motor-ambulance  by  the  alleged  negligent 
driving  of  a  lorry  owned  by  the  defendants.  Mr.  Justice 
Molony  said  he  would  give  judgment  on  July  31,  and 
would  see  the  scene  of  the  collision  in  the  meantime. 
The  late  Mr.  Boyers. 
The  Medical  Halls  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Boyers, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  at  Sligo  and  Tubbercurry,  it  is 
announced,  will  be  carried  on  under  qualified  manage- 
ment.— The  Sligo  Borough  Court,  on  the  motion  of  the 
Mayor,  adjourned  its  sitting  last  week  as  a  mark  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  Boyers,  who  was 
described  as  "  the  dear  friend  of  everyone  who  knew 
him,  and  a  leading  business  man  and  a  much-respected 
magistrate." — The  Sligo  Board  of  Guardians,  to  whom 
Mr.  Boyers  was  drug-contractor  for  a  number  of  years, 
passed  a  vote  of  condolence  with  the  family  of  the 
deceased. 

Cancer-plaster  Case. 

The  inquest  was  resumed  at  Wattsbridge  on  July  25 
on  the  body  of  Catherine  Brady,  whose  death  was  alleged 
to  have  resulted  from  the  use  of  arsenical  plasters  for 
a  cancer  on  the  breast.  Professor  MacWeeney,  analyst, 
said  he  f  ound  in  the  breast  half  a  'grain  of  arsenic,  and 
arsenic  was  also  found  in  the  liver,  kidney,  stomach,  and 
other  organs.  Medical  evidence  showed  that  death  was 
due  to  gastro-enteritis  from  arsenical  poisoning.  One  of 
the  jurors  said  he  was  cured  of  cancer  two  years  pre- 
viously by  the  use  of  the  same  plaster.  The  jury  returned 
a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  arsenical  poisoning,  hut 
that  there  was  no  evidence  as  to  how  the  arsenic  got 
into  the  system,  and  no  one  was  to  blame.

The  fact  that  the  eighty-second  annual  meeting  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  is  housed  this  year  in  Mari- 
schal  College  has  resulted  in  a  large  influx  of  medical  men 
into  the  city.  The  historical  exhibits  deserve  more  than 
passing  interest.  Among  others  may  be  noted  a  carbolic 
spray  of  the  type  employed  when  Lord  Lister  first  intro- 
duced antiseptic  surgery,  old  Chinese  spectacles,  and 
ancient  surgical  instruments.  There  is  also  a  most  in- 
teresting collection  of  photographs  and  engravings  of  dis- 
tinguished physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  nineteenth 
century. 


Glasgow. 

Messrs.  Mitchell  &  Rae,  Springburn,  have  taken  over 
the  Possilpark  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Saracen  Cross.  This 
makes  their  fourth  shop  in  the  northern  district. 

Mr.  John  W.  Cowie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Tilli- 
coultry, has  passed,  this  month  in  Glasgow,  the  examina- 
tions for  the  triple  qualification  of  the  three  Royal 
Colleges.    Mr.  J.  W.  Cowie  is  a  "Lothian's  man." 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  or  expense  of  qualified  locums, 
it  has  happened  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
local  drug-trade  that  several  of  the  shops  conducted  single- 
handed  by  the  principals  have  been  closed  for  the  whole 
of  the  fair  week,  to  enable  the  owners  to  get  their  annual 
holiday. 

The  local  Press  has  been  giving  unusually  full  reports 
of  the  B.P.  Conference  meetings  and  abstracts  of  some 
of  the  more  popular  papers — e.g.,  "  The  Adulteration  of 
Belladonna-leaves,"  by  Messrs.  E.  Stafford  Allen  and  H. 
Deane,  and  "  The  Anaesthetic  Ether  of  Commerce,"  by 
Mr.  H.  Finnemore. 

Presentation  to  Mr.  Eobert  Brodie,  Glasgow. 

A  deputation,  consisting  of  Messrs.  J.  Crombie,  J.  P. 
Gilmour,  and  A.  McMillan,  recently  waited  on  Mr.  R. 
Brodie,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  on  behalf  of  his 
Glasgow  confreres  presented  him  with  a  purse  of  sove- 
reigns, as  a  testimonial  on  the  occasion  of  his  retire- 
ment from  business  at  the  advanced  age  of  seventy- 
seven,  and  as  some  recognition  of  his  long  and  distin- 
guished services  to  local  pharmacy.  Mr.  Brodie's  enrol- 
ment as  a  member  of  the  Glasgow  Druggists'  Early-closing 
Association  dates  back  to  1855.  It  was  the  first  trade 
organisation  of  chemists  in  Glasgow.  The  deputation 
found  Mr.  Brodie,  in  spite  of  a  recent  severe  illness,  in 
fairly  good  health,  and  characteristically  blithe  in  spirits, 
with  unabated  zest  in  life  and  pharmaceutical  affairs.  He 
was  greatly  gratified  by  the  fraternal  expressions  of  good 
will  which  accompanied  the  presentation  of  the  testimonial, 
and  desired  the  deputation  to  convey  his  warmest  thanks 
to  all  who  had  been  associated  with  the  movement. 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Four  cases  of  poisoning  have  been  chronicled  during  the 
past  week,  of  which  three  were  suicidal  cases.  Concise 
particulars  are  subjoined  : 

Ammonia. — Mrs.  Whiteley,  Elland,  ended  her  life  by 
taking  solution  of  ammonia  while  of  unsound  mind. 

Cocaine. — Dr.  Patrick  H.  Black,  of  Dalkey,  co.  Dublin, 
was  found  dead  in  a  London  hotel.  Evidence  given  at  the 
inquest  showed  that  death  was  due  to  poisoning  by  hypo- 
dermic injection  of  cocaine,  and  a  verdict  of  death  by  mis- 
adventure from  an  overdose  of  cocaine  was  returned. 

Liniment. — Mrs.  Eliza  F.  Green,  Doncaster,  died  from 
irritant-poisoning,  as  a  result  of  taking  a  liniment  con- 
taining about  an  ounce  of  methyl  salicylate  while  her  mind 
was  unbalanced  through  worry. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — Thomas  Chas.  Burgess,  a  London  police- 
man, committed  suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  by  drinking 
spirit  of  salt.

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FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Competitive  Examinations  will  take  place  on  Sep- 
tember 7  and  8  at  the  Val-de-Grace  Military  Hospital, 
Paris,  for  the  nomination  of  a  pharmacist-major  as 
repetiteur  or  undermaster  at  the  Lyons  School  of  Military 
Hygiene,  and  for  the  admission  of  five  pharmaceutical 
students  to  the  same  school. 

Eecognition  of  Assistants. — Chemists'  assistants  who 
in  1910  carried  on  an  agitation  for  the  closing  of  pharmacies 
in  Paris  at  9  p.m.,  are  affiliated  with  the  National  Union 
of  Assistants,  and  have  taken  part  in  a  congress  at  the 
Bourse  du  Travail,  at  which  the  questions  of  the  legal 
recognition  of  assistants  and  the  hours  of  work  were  dis- 
cussed. Assistants  in  pharmacies  are  by  the  pharmacy 
laws  debarred  from  exercising  pharmacy  on  their  own 
account,  but  are,  however,  recognised  in  other  ways.  It 
is  stated  that  there  are  15,000  chemists'  assistants  in 
France,  and  that  they  are  determined  to  secure  legal  re- 
cognition of  their  status.  At  the  Congress  referred  to 
above  it  was  agreed  to  agitate  for  the  following  emenda- 
tion of  Clause  7  in  the  Schmidt  Pharmacy  Bill  : 

Every  pharmacist,  proprietor  of  a  shop  which  is  open  to 
the  public,  has  the  right  to  be  assisted  by  assistants,  either 
with  or  without  diplomas. 

The  delegates  urged  that  assistants  shall  come  under  the 
French  workmen's  laws,  that  9  o'clock  be  the  closing- 
time  of  pharmacies,  and  that  ten  hours  be  the  maximum 
of  each  day's  labour. 


Synthetic  Camphor. 

In  January  1907  a  company  entitled  "  Le  Camphre" 
was  formed  at  Paris  for  the  manufacture  of  synthetic 
camphor,  its  capital  being  7,000, 000f.,  in  M.  shares.  These 
shares  were  eagerly  snapped  up ;  they  were  sold,  in  fact, 
at  a  premium  of  50  per  cent,  or  so,  and  the  promoters  thus 
made  "  a  good  thing  "  over  their  issue.  The  company  had 
engaged  itself  to  purchase  the  patents  of  a  new  process, 
said  to  be  certain  and  remunerative,  for  4,00O,000f.  This 
purchase  was  effected,  but  in  1910  the  shareholders  of  the 
company,  having  received  no  dividends,  raised  the  question 
as  to  whether  any  camphor  had  actually  been  manufac- 
tured by  the  patented  process.  A  certain  number  of  those 
interested  instituted  a  charge  of  obtaining  money  under 
false  pretences,  and  placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of 
the  judicial  authorities.  The  Magistrates  nominated 
M.  Jullia,  an  accountant,  to  examine  the  aocounts.  His 
report  was  to  the  effect  that  the  company  had  not  been  able 
to  manufacture  on  a  remunerative  and  commercial  scale, 
nor  had  the  vendors  of  the  patent,  in  spite  of  the  experi- 
ments made  and  sums  spent,  arrived  at  profitable  results 
before  disposing  of  the  rights  of  their  process.  Three 
experts — M.  Hanriot,  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  and 
MM.  Blanc  and  Guerdet,  Professors  of  Chemistry — were 
instructed  to  examine  the  processes  in  question.  They  were 
somewhat  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  since  1912  the 
company  had  ceased  to  produce  camphor.  But  they  re- 
ported that  the  patents  submitted  to  their  inspection  were 
apparently  of  no  commercial  value.  The  directors  were  in 
consequence  committed  for  trial,  in  spite  of  their  protests 
of  good  faith,  being  charged  with  employing  fraudulent 
means  for  the  sale  of  worthless  patents,  of  having  floated  a 
company  in  this  intention,  and  of  having  personally  pro- 
fited by  large  sums.  The  heavy  amounts  involved  gave  a 
special  interest  to  the  case.  One  barrister  pleaded  for 
shareholders  whose  combined  interests  represented  over  a 
million  francs  (40.000Z.  sterling).  In  1912  the  accused 
persons  handed  half  a  million  francs  (20,000?.)  to  be  divided 
among  the  shareholders  who  had  lodged  the  complaint,  and 
the  judicial  authorities  proposed  to  drop  the  matter,  render- 
ing an  ordonnavce  de  non-lieu  in  favour  of  the  defendants. 
But  the  decision  had  hardly  been  made  when  fresh  com- 
plaints came  pouring  in,  and  the  "  instruction  "  or  examina- 
tion of  the  facts  was  resumed.  This  terminated  by  the 
founders  and  leading  directors  being_  brought  before  the 
Police  Court  last  week.  The  discussion  of  details  was  a 
lengthy  one,  occupying  several  sittings  of  the  Ninth  Correc- 
tional Chamber,  and  ultimately  the  Court  decided  that  a 
new  prosecution  could  not  take  place,  and  that  the  defen- 
dants' counsel  were  right  in  saying  that  the  new  "  instruc- 
tion "  was  illegal.

The  Union. 

Medical  and  Dental  Bill. — Owing  to  the  prorogation 
of  the  Cape  Parliament  the  Medical  and  Dental  Bill  has 
been  dropped.  This  is  regarded  as  a  quite  satisfactory 
issue  for  chemists  in  South  Africa,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
(writes  a  South  African  correspondent)  that  the  next 
Bill  will  be  published  some  months  before  introduction 
to  Parliament.  In  the  discussion  which  took  place  on  the 
second  reading  no  new  points  were  elicited,  but  the 
chemists  of  Natal,  the  Transvaal,  and  Orange  Free  State 
who  desire  inclusion  brought  about  a  well-organised 
opposition  to  the  Bill. 

Transvaal. 

Business  Change. — Mr.  A.  Young,  pharmacist,  Von 
Brandis  Square,  Johannesburg,  has  opened  a  branch  at 
Doornfontein. 

Personal. — -Mr.  Austin  Purnell,  the  popular  retail 
manager  of  Lennons,  Ltd.,  Johannesburg,  was  the  guest 
of  the  Council  of  the  Transvaal  Pharmaceutical  Society 
at  a  dinner  held  at  the  Trocadero  on  July  1,  prior  to  his 
departure  on  holiday  to  England.  Mr.  Purnell  is  a  past- 
president  of  the  Society. 

The  Retail  Price-list,  which  comprises  patent  and  pro- 
prietary articles  both  on  and  off  the  P.A.T.A.  list  at 
fixed  net  prices,  was  again  launched  on  July  1.  Con- 
sidering the  conditions  under  which  Transvaal  chemists 
have  laboured  during  the  past  two  years  the  list  should 
prove  to  be  a  valuable  book  of  reference.  Almost  every 
article  now  shows  a  good  profit  to  the  retailer,  and 
under  the  conditions  and  regulations  laid  down  by  the 
compilers  should  prove  to  be  a  permanent  work.  The 
list  will  be  revised  from  time  to  time,  and  any  altera- 
tions in  prices  and  additions  will  be  duly  notified. 


ASSOCIATION  AFFAIRS. 


Iioadon  (Co.).— The  first  meeting  of  the  newly  consti- 
tuted Executive  Committee  of  the  London  County  Phar-  ', 
maceutical  Association  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square 
on  July  28.  There  were  present:  Messrs.  Edmund  White, 
W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  H.  R.  Procter,  G.  A.  Tocher.  J.  Hearle, 
W.  A.  Scott,  A.  R.  Keith,  J.  Milner,  W.  B.  Trick,  and  the 
pharmacist  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
except  Messrs.  A.  H.  Jenkin  and  E.  G.  Price.  The  Com- 
mittee proceeded  to  elect  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year, 
as  follows :  Mr.  Edmund  White  (President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society)  was  unanimously  re-elected  President, 
Mr.  J.  Keall  was  elected  Vice-President,  and  Mr.  G.  A. 
Tocher  was  re-elected  Secretary-Treasurer.  The  Executive 
recommended  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  should 
appoint  Mr.  Trick  to  fill  the  first  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  resignation  or  disqualification  of  any  members  of  the 
Committee. 

National  Association  of  Opticians.— The  Council  of 
this  Association  held  the  quarterly  meeting  at  Leeds  on 
July  22.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  (Mr.  R.  Chalmers. 
Sunderland),  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  (Liverpool)  occupied 
the  chair.  Mr.  Parry  was  unanimously  elected  Vice-Presi- 
dent, consequent  upon  an  intimation  from  Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd 
(Manchester)  that  he  had  decided  not  to  join  the  Associa- 
tion. The  Tees-side  Optical  Society  wrote  asking  that  a 
delegate  should  attend  one  of  their  meetings  to  explain  the 
objects  of  the  new  organisation.  Sixty  new  members  were 
elected.  Mr.  Hershberg  (Hon.  Secretary)  submitted  a 
scheme  for  a  National  Association  scholarship,  which  was 
adopted. 

Wrexham.— A  meeting  of  the  Wrexham  and  East  Den- 
bighshire Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Imperial 
Hotel,  Wrexham,  on  Monday,  July  13,  Mr.  C.  G.  Caldecott 
presiding.  Poor-law  dispensing  was  among  the  matters  dis- 
cussed, and  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  C.  G.  j 
Caldecott,  J.  H.  Francis,  J.  E.  Jones,  and  L.  B.  Rowland, 
was  appointed  to  formulate  a  plan  of  action  so  far  as  the 
Wrexham  Union  is  concerned.

TRADE  LAW. 

Other  Makers'  Bottle-stoppers. -At  a  Metropolitan 
Police  Court  on  July  23,  under  the  Merchandise-marks  Act, 
Sidney  Brown,  a  confectioner,  was  fined  40s.  on  each  of  two 
summonses,  and  four  guineas  costs,  for  selling  mineral  water 
made  by  himself  in  "  Monster  "  bottles  with  stoppers  bear- 
ing the  name  of  R.  White,  Ltd.  Defendant  himself  had 
bottled  the  contents,  having  rented  a  machine  called  the 
"  Soda  Stream,"  and  it  was  contended  that  the  use  of 
Messrs.  White's  stoppers  went  to  suggest  that  they_  were 
responsible  for  the  contents  of  the  bottles.  To  aid  in  the 
deception  defendant  took  two  or  three  dozen  bottles  of 
mineral  water  from  Messrs.  White  every  week,  but  on  his 
own  showing  sold  some  6.000  bottles  a  year.  The  Magistrate 
(Mr.  Chester  Jones)  at  first  was  doubtful  whether  any  offence 
had  been  committed  under  the  Act ;  but  the  cases  of  Stone  v. 
Byrne  and  Wood  v.  Burgess  were  cited,  and  conviction 
followed. 

Defining  a  Sardine.— At  the  London  Sessions  on  July  24, 
the  conviction  was  quashed  in  which  Messrs.  Angus  Watson 
&  Co.,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  had  been  fined  20/.,  with  105/. 
costs,  for  selling  fish  in  oil  to  which  an  alleged  false  trade- 
description  had  been  applied — namely,  "  Skipper  Sardines." 
The  proceedings  at  the  Police  Court  extended  over  nearly  a 
year,  and  seven  days  had  been  devoted  to  hearing  the  appeal. 
The  question  at  issue  was  as  to  whether  sprats  could  be 
sold  as  Norwegian  sardines,  and  it  was  decided  that,  while 
false  in  fact,  this  description  is  not  false  in  law.  With 
regard  to  the  use  of  the  words  "  Skipper  sardines,"  which 
appeared  on  the  invoice  and  on  the  paper  seal  of  the  tin, 
the  Deputy-Chairman  pointed  out  that  "  Skipper  sardines  " 
were  specifically  asked  for,  and  that  the  paper  seal  did 
not  disguise  or  hide  the  word  Norwegian,  several  times 
imprinted  on  the  paper  cover  and  the  tin,  and  the  Bench 
was  satisfied  that  the  appellants  had  no  intention  of  con- 
cealing the  fact  that  these  were  Norwegian  sardines.  If  a 
technical  offence  with  regard  to  these  descriptions  had  been 
committed,  the  Bench  held  that  Section  2,  Sub-section  2  C, 
of  the  Merchandise-marks  Act  would  exonerate  the  appel- 
lants, because  on  this  occasion  they  acted  innocently, 
although  the  defence  would  not  avail  them  in  the  event  of 
similar  occasions  in  the  future.  The  Bench  refused  to  grant 
costs  to  the  appellants,  and  agreed  to  state  a  case  in  view 
of  a  possible  appeal  to  the  High  Court. 

Prince  of  "Wales's  Feathers.— On  behalf  of  the  Royal 
Warrant  Holders'  Association,  Mr.  Cave,  K.C.,  moved,  in 
the  High  Court  on  July  23,  for  an  order  expunging  from 
the  Register  of  Trade-marks  the  Prince  of  Wales's  feathers 
as  applied  to  goods  of  the  Imperial  Tobacco  Co.,  Ltd.  It 
was  contended  that  none  of  the  firms  whose  business  had 
been  acquired  by  the  Imperial  Tobacco  Co.  had  received 
authority  from  any  Prince  of  Wales  to  use  the  mark,  and 
that  if  "the  present  Prince  of  Wales  now  issued  a  warrant 
to  a  tobacconist,  the  holder  would  be  prevented 
using  the  emblem  unless  tho  mark  was  now  re- 
moved from  the  register.  The  Solicitor-General  said  that 
the  view  of  the  Registrar  is  that  the  emblem  is  the  badge 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  that  the  use  of  it  is  calculated 
to  lead  people  to  think  that  consent  to  use  it  has  been 
given  by  the  Prince  of  Wales.  Mr.  Walter,  K.C.,  for  the 
respondents,  submitted  that  :  (1)  The  respondents  are  in  no 
sense  aggrieved  ;  (2)  the  mark  is  not  calculated  to  deceive ; 
(3)  it  has  not  been  established  by  the  Courts  that  the  Prince 
of  Wales  had  any  exclusive  right  to  use  the  plumes ;  (4)  they 
formed  no  part  of  the  crest  or  arms  of  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
but  only  a  part  of  his  badge,  the  other  part  being  a  dragon ; 
(5)  the  crest  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  is  a  lion  standing 
rampant  on  the  top  of  the  coat-of-arms ;  (6)  as  a  badge  the 
feathers  form  part  of  the  coat-of-arms  of  at  least  two 
other  families  in  this  country.  He  stated  further  that  there 
is  no  power  to  remove  this  mark  now,  it  being  perfectly  good, 
and  registered  under  existing  legislation  and  under  the  last 
Act.  It  must  be  made  clear  upon  the  evidence  that  the 
mark  deceives.  We  know,  said  M_r.  Walter,  that  the  per- 
sons with  trade-marks  with  Royal  "warrant  state  that  they 
have  "  Royal  warrant."  Some  people  avoid  these  places, 
because  they  think  that  in  -consequence  the  prices  are  rather 
high.  Others  may  go  because  of  these  emblems  outside  the 
shops.  The  attention  of  the  public  is  called  in  a  forcible 
way  by  the  words  "  By  appointment."  In  Bond  Street  and 
Regent  Street,  where  such  traders  largely  congregate,  you 
will  not  find  a  solitary  shoD  which  has  not  the  legend  "  By 
appointment  "  where  everybody  can  read  it.  Not  only  so — 
the  warrant  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  does  nothing  but  point 
the  trader  to  a  particular  person,  who  is  appointed  to 
take  in  washing  or  whatever  else  the  particular  virtue  may 
he  that  is  represented  by  the  warrant.  This  is  a  user_  ex- 
tending over  a  century  that  no  person  on  earth  is  deceived 


by,  and  it  is  the  user  you  have'  to  consider  in  reference  to 
deception.    His  Lordship  reserved  judgment. 

Contract:  Offer  and  Acceptance.  — The  case  of  Pochin 
&  Co.  v.  Crown  Chemical-works,  Stratford,  decided  by 
Justices  Bankes  and  Avory  in  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  July  10,  and  reported  in  the  G.  <£•  D.,  July  18,  p.  39, 
was  of  exceptional  interest.  The  appellants  (Crown 
Chemical-works)  submitted  that  no  definite  contract  had 
been  entered  into,  and  this  Mr.  Justice  Bankes  sustained  in 
the  following  judgment : 

The  question  raised  here  turns  upon  the  construction  of  this 
correspondence,  and  the  learned  County  Court  Judge  has  taken  the 
view  that  there  was  an  offer  by  the  appellants  of  3  tons  of 
prussiate  of  potash  at  a  certain  price  and  that  there  was  an 
acceptance  of  that  offer,  and  that  under  these  circumstances  there 
was  a  binding-  contract.  I  do  not  take  that  view  of  the  corre- 
spondence. I  do  not  think  there  ever  was  an  offer  which  it  was 
open  to  tho  respondents  to  accept.  I  say  that  for  this  reason. 
On  July  7  the  appellants  gave  a  quotation  for  1  ton  of  prussiate 
of  potash  at  a  certain  price  net,  delivered  in  London,  that  might 
be  construed  as  an  ofFer  which  if  accepted  at  the  time  constituted 
a  contract,  but  it  was  not  accepted.  The  next  stage  in  the  corre- 
spondence is  that  on  July  15  the  respondents  write  to  say : 
"  With  regard  to  the  prussiate  of  potash,  we  shall  be  glad  if 
you  will  kindly  submit  a  sample  and  the  price  for  3  tons  delivered 
in  London,  and  oblige."  It  is  not  an  acceptance,  it  is  a  mere 
trade  inquiry  asking  for  a  sample  and  what  will  be  the  least 
price  for  3  tons.  The  answer  on  the  16th  is  :  "  In  reference  to 
your  quotation,  will  you  kindly  send  us  a  sample  of  the  quality 
you  quote  for  and  also  say  if  the  price  will  be  less  if  we  take 
it  in  3-ton  lots?  "  With  reference  to  the  letter  of  July  15,  I  ought 
to  read  here  the  one  of  July  16  from  Pochin  &  Co.  :  "  Will  you 
kindly  send  us  a  sample  .  .  .  That  is  a  mere  trade  inquiry.  The 
answer  is  :  "  We  will  send  you  a  sample,  but  we  cannot  improve 
on  our  last  quotation  even  if  you  take  3  tons."  It  is  not  an  offer 
to  supply  3  tons,  but  a  statement.  If  you  ask  us  definitely  if 
we  will  supply  you  with  3  tons  we  will  consider  that,  but  we 
cannot  give  it  to  you  at  any  less  price.  The  sample  was  delivered 
on  the  23rd,  and"  appellants  write  :  "  We  have  now  forwarded 
j'our  sample  of  prussiate  of  potash,  etc.  .  .  ."  On  the  24th  there 
was  an  order  :  "  Please  supply  the  following — 3  tons  prussiate  of 
potash  at  a  certain  price.  Kindly  send  the  whole  or  part  at 
once  as  per  your  sample  and  your  quotation  terms  net  cash 
14  days.  .  .  ."  [After  an  interruption  by  counsel  as  to  correspond- 
ence the  Judge  proceeded.]  There  is  a  note  also  from  Pochins  : 
"  With  reference-  to  your  quotation  for  prussiate  of  potash,  we 
are  pleased  to  say  that  we  have  secured  an  order  for  3  tons  of 
this,  and  would  like  to  know  whether  we  can  have  prompt 
delivery,  and  if  not  how  soon  you  can  deliver,  and  if  you  cannot 
deliver  the  whole  of  the  3  tons  at  once  can  we  have  part?"  The 
County  Court  Judge  has  treated  that  as  an  acceptance  of  an 
offer  of  3  tons,  but  in  my  opinion  there  was  no  offer.  There 
had  been  an  inquiry  as  to  whether  they  could  supply  and  if 
there  would  be  a  reduction  of  the  price  if  they  sold  3  tons,  but 
the  reply  was  that  the  price  if  they  consented  to  deliver -3  tons 
could  not  be  less  than  the  usual  price  and  they  could  only  sell 
3  tons  at  that  price.  Therefore  it  is  not  an  offer — it  is  an  inquiry ; 
and  the  answer  is  :  "  We  will  advise  you  whether  the  business 
is  in  order  " — that  is,  whether  they  are  in  a  position  to  supply 
the  goods.  In  mv  opinion  there  never  was  a  contract,  and  this 
appeal  must  be  allowed,  with  costs. 

Mr.  Justice  Avory  :  I  am  of  the  same  opinion. — Mr.  Sanders 
took  an  objection  to  the  usual  costs  being  awarded  the 
appellants,  but,  after  hearing  Mr.  Wallington,  the  Court 
overruled  this,  and  the  appeal  was  allowed,  with  costs. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

Stevens'  Consumption-cure. 
The  action  by  Mr.  Charles  Henry  Stevens,  Wimbledon, 
against  the  British  Medical  Association  for  damages  for 
alleged  lib-el  in  "  Secret  Remedies  "  was  concluded  on 
Thursday,  July  23,  before  Mr.  Justice  Shearman  and  a 
special  jury.  His  Lordship,  in  summing  up,  told  the 
jury  that  there  were  two  excellent  principles  recognised 
by  English  law — viz. ,  that  a  man's  personal  character 
should  not  be  attacked,  and  that  in  matters  of  public 
interest  everybody  is  at  liberty  to  express  -himself  in 
honest  criticism.  He  reviewed  the  evidence  and  asked 
the  jury  to  try  and  reach  a  definite  issue,  bearing  in 
mind  that  the  jury  at  the  last  trial  disagreed.  The  jury 
returned  into  court  after  ten  minutes  with  a  verdict  for 
the  defendants.  Mr.  Dickens  asked  for  judgment  with 
costs  not  only  of  that  trial,  but  of  the  previous  trial. 
He  said  Mr.  Stevens  understood  that  the  application 
would  be  made.  His  Lordship  entered  judgment  for  the 
defendants,  with  costs  o-f  the  two  trials,  and  refused  the 
plaintiff  a  stay  of  execution. 

A  Kephaldol  Competition. 
In  the  Court  of  Appeal,  before  Lords  Justices  Buckley, 
Kennedy,  and  Phillimore,  on  July  28,  the  interlocutory 
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appeal  was  heard  of  the  defendants  in  the  action  of  Hill- 
man  v.  Kephaldol,  from  an  order  of  Mr.  Justice  Ridley. 
The  plaintiff  in  the  action  is  Mr.  Reginald  Hillman,  of 
Halford  Square,  London,  and  the  defendants'  registered 
offices  are  at  Kephaldol  House,  Norfolk  Street,  London. 
The  action  is  one  for  300?.,  the  amount  of  a  first  prize 
in  a  competition,  or  in  the  alternative  for  100/.,  the  value 
of  the  second  prize.  Mr.  Crawford  appeared  for  the 
defendants,  and  after  an  explanation  by  him  and  a  con- 
versation with  the  Judges,  the  appeal  was  adjourned  for 
the  defendants  to  file  further  affidavits.  What  the  Court 
would  like  to  know  (said  Lord  Justice  Buckley)  was  the 
terms  of  employment  of  the  Committee  of  Judges;  and 
the  time  when,  and  the  circumstances  under  which,  docu- 
ments which  had  been  referred  to  in  court  were  handed 
to  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Crawford  said  that  should  be  done.  Did  he  under- 
stand the  Court  that  they  had  not  sufficient  material  on 
which  to  adiudieate  ? 

Lord  Justice  Buckley  :  If  you  drive  us  to  give  our 
opinion  we  will. 

Mr.  Crawford  accepted  the  terms  offered. 

"  Crookes's  Collosols." 

The  action  of  Stroud  v.  Govett,  in  which  damages 
were  claimed  to  the  extent  of  over  30,000/.  for  alleged 
breach  of  contract  to  float  a  company  to  place  "  Crookes's 
Collosols,"  a  new  patent  medicine,  upon  the  market,  was 
concluded  on  Monday,  July  27  by  Mr.  Verey,  one  of 
the  Official  Referees  of  the  High  Courts.  (See  C.  <Ss  D., 
July  18,  p.  39.) 

Mr.  Henry  Crookes,  son  of  Sir  William  Crookes,  gave 
evidence  as  to  the  discovery  of  the  value  of  his  invention, 
adding  that  the  prospects  of  the  patent  had  been  seri- 
ously interfered  with  by  the  failure  of  the  defendant  to 
carry  out  his  contract.  Since  the  summer  of  1913  other 
preparations  claiming  to  do  the  same  thing  as  "  Col- 
losols "  had  come  upon  the  market,  and  the  prospects  of 
"  Collosols  "  had  suffered  accordingly. 

Mr.  Jas.  Cantlie,  F.R.C.S.,  said  that  he  had  success- 
fully used  "  Collosols "  since  the  beginning  of  1913, 
and  regarded  it  as  a  thing  of  great  value,  having  a  field 
of  usefulness  outside  the  medical  profession.  For  in- 
stance, it  would  prove  of  great  value  as  a  preservative 
for  foods  sent  out  to  tropical  countries. 

This  closed  the  plaintiff's  case,  after  which  Mr.  Edward 
J.  Earl,  Mr.  Ernest  Govett,  and  Mr.  G.  Barnet  Burdon 
gave  evidence  for  the  defence,  and  the  Referee  reserved 
judgment. 

Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

Unstamped  Remedies. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Biron  delivered  his  considered  judgment  at 
Marylebone  Police  Court  on  July  23  in  the  action  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  against  Samuel 
Simpson,  34  Cavendish  Road,  Brondesbury,  trading  as 
James  Alfred  Sims  at  18a  Praed  Street,  Paddington,  for 
selling  dutiable  medicines  unstamped  and  without  a 
licence  (see  the  report  in  C.  &  D.,  July  25,  p.  116). 

Mr.  Biron  said  he  had  studied  Section  2  of  the  1812 
Act,  Tinder  which  these  proceedings  were  taken,  and  his 
study  had  confirmed  the  view  which  he  formed  at  the 
previous  hearing.  The  case  of  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones 
(2  K.B.  6,  1903,  and  67  J.P.  240),  which  was  cited  in 
support  of  the  defence,  really  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  present  case.  That  case  decided  that  ammoniated 
quinine  was  included  in  the  special  exemptions  of  the 
statute.  But  it  was  perfectly  clear  that  the  prepara- 
tions which  the  defendant  had  admitted  selling  came 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  which  aimed  at  patent 
and  proprietary  medicines  except  those  that  came  within 
the  special  exemptions  at  the  end  of  the  statute.  Nothing 
of  the  kind  raised  in  the  case  cited  arose  in  this  case, 
and  in  view  of  the  statute  there  must  be  a  conviction. 
In  fact,  this  seemed  to  be  exactly  the  kind  of  case  that 
the  Act  was  passed  to  meet.  He  did  not  see,  therefore, 
why  the  full  penalty  should  not  be  imposed. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Hill  (for  the  defence)  pointed  out  that  the 
defendant  had  taken  out  a  licence,  so  that  there  had  been 
no  loss  to  the  Revenue. 


The  Magistrate  replied  that  in  his  view  it  was  a  case 
for  maximum  penalties.  He  fined  the  defendant  20/., 
with  20s.  costs,  on  the  summons  in  regard  to  the  licence, 
and  30/.  for  failing  to  stamp  the  medicines. 

The  six  summonses  against  Isaac  Rose  (trading  as  J. 
Read  &  Co.),  285  Edgware  Road,  for  exposing  for  sale 
Dr.  Richard's  injection,  Dr.  Patterson's  pills,  antiseptic 
tablets,  Vitrones,  lung-tonic,  and  Santolettes,  without 
Revenue  stamps,  came  before  Mr.  Paul  Taylor  at  the 
same  court. 

Mr.  Clay,  the,  solicitor  defending,  urged  that  his  client 
had  carried  on  the  business  for  two  years  in  the  same 
way  as  the  man  from  whom  he  purchased  it,  and  was 
under  the  impression  that  no  stamps  were  necessary. 

Mr.  Mellor  (for  the  Commissioners)  pointed  out  that 
the  defendant  -had  held  a  licence  and  that  on  it  was  a 
clear  statement  that  he  could  not  sell  these  particular 
medicines  without  stamps.  In  spite  of  that  intimation, 
however  he  sold  four  on  May  15,  and  when  interviewed 
by  an  officer  of  Customs  he  admitted  that  he  had  no 
stamps,  and  that  he  had  never  stamped  any  preparations 
during  the  two  years  he  had  been  there.  Mr.  Mellor  also 
pointed  out  that  in  the  defendant's  price-list  he  claimed 
to  be  the  sole  agent  in  England  for  certain  articles — a 
claim  which  brought  him  within  another  part  of  the  Act 
for  selling  proprietary  articles.  "It  is  a  very  serious 
case,"  added  Mr.  Mellor,  "and  in  view  of  the  large  loss 
to  the  Revenue  I  ask  you  to  impose  a  very  serious 
penalty." 

The  Magistrate  observed  that  all  the  medicines  were  of 
a  certain  character. 

"Yes,  for  sexual  complaints,  except  one,"  replied  the 
solicitor. 

The  Magistrate  :  At  all  events,  they  are  the  sort  of 
article  that  would  have  a  large  sale  in  the  ordinary  way. 
so  that  a  large  loss  would  occur  to  the  Revenue. 

Mr.  Mellor  :  Yes,  there  has  been  a  considerable  loss  to 
the  Revenue. 

_  The  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of  10?.  on  each  of  the 
six  summonses — 60/.  in  all — with  two  guineas  costs. 
Mr.  Clay  :  That  will  mean  the  Bankruptcy  Court.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


Your  Summer  Number 

presents,    as   usual,    an  almost  be- 
wildering variety  of  topics.    Apart  from  those  connected 
with,  the  Conference,  the  articles  on  pharmacies,  and 
especially  those  on  old  provincial  pharmacies  at  home  and 
abroad,    interest    me  most.     I    confess    to    a  feeling 
of    regret    when    I    see   a    beautiful    old    front,  like 
that     of    the     shop    at     Loddon,     replaced     by  a 
modern    and    comparatively    characterless    one.  The 
change  may    be   inevitable,   but  both    one's    "  natural 
piety  "  and  one's  sense  of  the  picturesque  is  hurt  by 
it.    I  envy  your  contributor  "  C.  E.  L."  the  thrill  of 
pleasure  with  which  he  must  have  handled  the  relics 
of  old  time  in   the    pharmacy    at    Troyes.      To  find 
"momie"  actually  in  existence  in  the  twentieth  century 
—what  a  delightful  sensation  it  must  have  caused  him  ! 
I  have  been  asked  for  preparations  as  old  and  curious, 
but  have  never  been  able  to  supply  the  veritable  article.' 
The  invisible  inks  of  the  eighteenth  century  were  many.' 
I  have  an  old  recipe-book,  translated  from  the  French, 
which  contains  several  recipes,  some  of  them  extremely 
elaborate,  which  no  doubt  resemble,  more  or  less,  the  one 
supplied  to  Marie  Antoinette  by  Cadet-Derosne.  Your 
articles  on  these  subjects  should  "be  valuable  to  the  his- 
torian of  pharmacy  when  he  arrives.    They  remind  me 
of  a  visit  I  have  just  paid  to  the  exhibition,  at  Burling- 
ton House,   of  Mr.   Johnson's  finds  at  Antinoe,  when 
excavating  for  the  Egypt  Exploration  Fund.  Among 
them  are  some  curious  essence-bottles  and  medical  spoons" 
part  of  a  pair  of  apothecaries'  scales  which,  so  far  as 
pattern  goes,  might  have  been  made  yesterday;  a  portion 
of  a  very  valuable  botanical  papyrus,  illustrated  by  an 
admirable  coloured    drawing    of    comfrey;    and  other 
papyri  and  implements  of  much  medical  interest.  Not 
shown,  except  in  illustration,  is  a  medical  pot-jar,  with 
part  of  an  inscription  in  Demotic  (the  popular  form  of 
the  ancient  Egyptian  written  character),  which  has  been 
read _ as,  "The  medicine,  one  sixty-fourth  part."  Truly 
art  is  long,  and,  though  time  is  fleeting,  it  carries  a 
good  deal  of  old  furniture  in  its  flight. 

But  the  Most  Amazing-  Feature 

of  the  Summer  Number  is 
the  advertisements.  Here  are  over  two  hundred  gor- 
geously illustrated  pages  (to  say  nothing  of  insets)  ad- 
dressed, not  to  an  ignorant  public,  but  to  men  of  suffi- 
cient general  and  technical  education  to  estimate  their 
value.  And  the  phenomenon  is  not  an  isolated  one;  it 
recurs  _  at  short  intervals,  year  after  year,  growing  a 
little  in  bulk  annually,  the  same  old  firms,  and  new 
firms,  competing  for  business  entirely  through  the  eye. 
I  do  not  profess  to  understand  the  "psychology  of  the 
matter,  but  the  evidence  is  overwhelming  that  adver- 
tisement pays.  There  is  one  reflection  of  a  practical 
character  which,  as  it  is  not  perhaps  obvious  to  every- 
body, I  mav  be  allowed  to  make.  These  advertisements 
clearly  show  that  our  craft  is  first  and  last  a  trade, 
not  a  profession.  The  pharmacist  nowadays,  whatever 
may  have  been  the  case  formerly,  will  succeed  or  fail  in 
proportion  as  he  is  a  good  man  of  business.  It  is  not 
science,  or  art,  for  its  own  sake,  that  the  most  ex- 
clusive pharmacist  follows.  Both  science  and  art  have 
their  share  in  our  business,  but  it  is  only  as  means 
to  an  end,  and  that  end  is,  to  speak  frankly  and  with- 
out cant,  as  commercial  as  the  grocer's. 


number  of  them  have  just  that  pharmaceutical  odour 
that  makes  them  peculiarly  acceptable  to  pharmacists. 
Mr.  Finnemore's  papers  deserve  high  commendation, 
since  he  has  not  only  struck  new  ideas,  but  has  shed 
new  light  on  some  of  our  cherished  notions.  The 
strychnine  paper  would,  however,  have  been  even  more 
valuable  had  he  included  an  examination  into  the  in- 
compatibility of  strychnine  solutions  with  acids,  since  it 
is  well  known  that  the  alkaloid  is  precipitated  in  pre- 
sence of  excess  of  acid.  Among  other  papers  that 
might  be  mentioned  is  Dr.  Judd  Lewis's  highly  scientific, 
yet  exceedingly  practical  and  elaborate,  paper.  It  is 
something  quite  new  to  me  to  see  an  illustration  of 
the  spectrum  of  plant  ash,  just  as  it  is  a  revelation  to 
learn  that  the  work  was  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the 
Research  Committee  of  the  British  Homoeopathic  Asso- 
ciation. It  had  never  struck  me  before  that  the  homoeo- 
paths would  be  likely  to  require  original  work  of  this 
character.  The  paper  by  Messrs.  G.  Stafford  Allen  and 
Harold  Deane  is  timely,  as  well  as  Mr.  Quant's  on  the 
bacteriology  of  pepsin. 

The  Practice  Section 

is  this  year  also  an  improvement  on 
anything  yet  attempted.  The  papers  are  practical,  and 
the  discussion  following  them  will  be  distinctly  useful. 
I  rather  think  that  a  year  ago  I  suggested  a  business 
communication,  somewhat  after  the  example  of  those 
presented  to  the  A. Ph. A.,  and  this  has  apparently  been 
taken  to  heart,  since  Mr.  Barlow's  graphically  constructed 
and  logically  arranged  contribution  is  just  along  the  lines 
of  what  I  had  in  mind.  Some  of  Mr.  Barlow's  ideas 
are  far-fetched,  but  all  of  them  give  food  for  thought. 
The  business  of  selling  is  a  complicated  affair  nowadays, 
compared  with  what  it  was  when  I  started  out  in  phar- 
macy, though  the  successful  man  in  those  far-off  days 
unconsciously  applied  Mr.  Barlow's  maxims,  just  as  he 
must  consciously  strive  to  do  now.  The  contribution 
of  Mr.  Peck,  whose  elevation  to  the  chair  is  so  well 
deserved,  and  on  which  I  congratulate  him,  is  a  most 
valuable  one,  and  more  will  be  heard  of  it  in  the 
days  to  come,  since  it  may  form  the  basis  of  an  official 
code  of  ethics.  Most  of  the  ideas  enunciated  are  familiar 
to  generations  of  readers  of  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing," 
but  thev  are  none  the  less  valuable   on  that  account. 


The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

at  Chester,  judging 
by  your  report,  has  been  a  great  success  from  every 
point  of  view.  The  scientific  papers  are,  in  mv  opinion, 
distinctly  more  appropriate  to  meetings  such  as  these 
than  some  we  have  had  in  former  years,  and  the  larger 


The  Sterilisation  of  the  Soil 

which  is  said  to  result  in  in- 
creased productivity  is  surely  something  of  a  paradox. 
If  it  be  good  to  sterilise  the  soil,  then  one  would  think 
a  completely  sterile  soil   would  be   the  perfect  plant- 
producer.    Nothing  of  the  kind.    The  soil  must  be  steri- 
lised, and  its  harmful  population   killed  off,   in  order 
that  the  beneficial  bacteria  may  have  a  chance  to  grow. 
We  all  know  that  old  gardeners  speak  of  unproductive 
soil  as  being  "  sour."    Perhaps  this  is  only  a  figure  of 
speech,  but  more  than  likely  there  is  truth  in  it.  We 
know,  too,  the  bacteria  will  not  grow  in  acid  media, 
that,    moreover,    every   organism   produces    acid   as  it 
grows,  and  it  is  easy  to  understand  why  the  addition  of 
any  alkali  to   a  soil  will  increase  its   usefulness  as  a 
medium  in  which  the  bacteria  useful  for  plant  growth 
can  multiply.     This  is  the  explanation  of  the  value  of 
adding  lime  to  the  soil,  which  never  occurred  to  writers 
on  agriculture  twenty  years  ago.    It  is  also  the  scientific 
reason  why  many  old  gardeners  insist  on  using  washing 
soda  round  their  roses,  and  saving  the  "  soap-suds  "  on 
washing-day.    We  never  understood  why  these  homely 
methods  were  so  useful.    We  are  beginning  to  find  out 
now.    I  have  indulged  in  these  reflections  after  reading 
once  more  the  address  by  the  Grand  Old  Man  of  Science, 
Sir  William  Crookes,  O.M.,  at  the  recent  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in  Nottingham.

Editorial  Articles. 

War  Prices. 

The  news  of  the  declaration  of  war  by  Austria- 
Hungary  against  Servia  was  received  with  feelings  of 
consternation  in  the  City  on  Wednesday,  and  its 
immediate  effect  was  to  bring  about  an  acute  depression 
in  the  Mincing  Lane  produce-markets  and  a  reluctance 
to  enter  into  any  commitments.  On  'Change  the  outlook 
was  freely  discussed,  fervent  hope  being  expressed  that 
the  area  of  the  conflict  would  be  localised.  At  a  crisis  like 
this  the  feeling  is  on©  of  uncertainty  as  regards  prices, 
there  being  no  inducement  to  buy  or  sell,  except  for 
actual  current  requirements.  There  are,  however,  certain 
drugs  and  chemicals  which  would  be  immediately 
affected  by  a  European  war,  and  already  there  is  an 
evident  restraint  in  offering  such  articles  as  carbolic 
acid,  acetate  products,  German  alcohol,  and  potato  pro- 
ducts like  dextrin,  farina,  etc.  In  regard  to  carbolic 
acid,  prices  are  already  higher  in  several  directions,  but 
it  must  be  said  that  values  have  been  very  depressed 
for  a  lengthy  period,  and  they  are  still  very  low  owing 
to  over-production  and  keen  competition.  The  same 
applies  to  all  acetic  products,  especially  acetic  acid, 
large  stocks  of  which  exist  on  this  side ;  but  now  the 
formerly  anxious  sellers  have  disappeared,  and  prices 
are  more  or  less  a  matter  of  negotiation.  We  are 
dependent  upon  Germany  and  Austria  for  the  supply  ci 
many  drugs  and  chemicals,  and  an  embargo  would  at 
once  be  placed  on  such  raw  materials  required  for  war 
purposes,  while  in  the  deplorable  event  of  a  blockade  of 
the  North  Sea  no  supplies  of  fine  chemicals  would  reach 
this  country.  It  would  therefore  appear  advisable  that 
buyers  should  cover  their  requirements  for  articles  likely 
to  be  affected.  It  will  be  remembered  that  during  the 
Russo-Japanese  War  the  Iodine  Convention  took  the 
opportunity  to  raise  the  price  of  iodine  considerably. 
This  is  an  eventuality  that  might  easily  occur  again,  as 
there  is  likely  to  be  a  large  demand  for  iodoform. 


Stamping  Dutiable  Medicines. 

We  have  commented  on  several  occasions  during  recent 
years  on  the  manner  in  which  dutiable  medicines  are 
sold  in  shops  that  hang  on  the  skirts  of  the  retail  drug- 
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trade,  and  are  glad  to  observe  that  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  have  at  last  discovered  that  they 
exist,  and  prosecuted  several  in  London.  The  heavy 
fines  which  have  been  imposed  upon  such  proprietors 
for  carrying  on  their  business  without  patent-medicine 
licences  and  selling  dutiable  medicines  unstamped  may 
help  to  control,  if  not  repress,  such  trade.  The  Revenue 
authorities  have  not  yet,  however,  touched  one  depart- 
ment of  such  businesses— namely,  that  in  these  places 
"  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies  "  are  not 
uncommonly  exposed  for  sale,  which  also  is  illegal. 
Although  the  penalties  imposed  last  week  were  heavy, 
it  may  be  noted  that  the  law  provides  other  possibilities 
of  punishment.  In  one  of  the  cases  it  was  urged  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant  that  the  decision  in  Farmer  v. 
Glyn-Jones  applied,  because,  said  the  defendant's  soli- 
citor, "  we  buy  wholesale,  as  the  chemist  did  in  that  case. 
We  are  not  the  original  and  first  vendors  of  any  of  these 
commodities,  and  have  no  prescriptive  right  in  them 
at  all."  That  defence  was  set  aside  by  the 
Magistrate,  but  had  he  sustained  it  the  consequence  to 
the  manufacturing  and  wholesale  trade  would  have  been 
very  serious,  because  the  onus  of  stamping  lies  upon 
them,  and  they  can  be  got  at  by  sections  of  the 
1802  and  1803  Acts,  if  not  by  Section  2  of  the 
1812  Act,  which  hitherto  has  been  interpreted  (officially) 
to  refer  to  retailers.  Strictly  speaking,  the  law  as 
to  stamping  is  that  as  soon  as  a  dutiable  medi- 
cine passes  in  the  manufacturer's  premises  from  the 
bulk  condition  into  a  form  ready  for  selling  by  re- 
tail, it  should  be  stamped ;  further,  if  manufacturers 
who  are  also  packers  send  unstamped  packets  of  the 
dutiable  medicine  to  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
the  same  again,  that  person  is  required  by  Section  2  of 
the  1803  Act  to  return  the  same  to  the  manufacturer 
and  packer  within  ten  days,  or  in  that  time  give  in- 
formation to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise 
and  deposit  such  article  or  articles  with  the  nearest  dis- 
tributor of  stamps,  otherwise  the  receiver  shall  forfeit 
the  sum  of  20?.  There  is  a  certain  amount  of  disregard 
as  to  these  matters,  probably  owing  to  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  penalties  which  can  be  inflicted  are  forgotten 
or  are  overlooked,  largely  because  the  practice  of  the 
Revenue  authorities  has  been  to  enforce  the  penalties 
only  when  sales  are  made  by  retail  to  the  public. 
We  think  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  manufacturers 
and  wholesalers  to  give  greater  attention  to  the  matter. 
Sooner  or  later  (perhaps  sooner  rather  than  later)  the 
Revenue  authorities  may  be  compelled  to  exercise  all  the 
powers  which  they  possess  in  order  to  (1)  circumscribe 
the  patent-medicine  'business,  (2)  help  to  shut  up  shops 
of  the  kind  in  question,  and  (3)  secure  all  the  duty  that 
the  Exchequer  is  entitled  to  get.  The  final  sittings  of 
the  Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines  must  be 
regarded  by  all  sections  of  the  trade  as  the  penultimate 
stage  of  the  attack  upon  the  patent-medicine  business 
or  portions  of  it  :  the  reports  which  we  are  now  publish- 
ing (C  &  D.,  July  25,  p.  196,  and  one  on  p.  51  of  this 
issue)  reflect  an  internal  struggle  the  results  of  which 
are  awaited  with  the  keenest  interest.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  report  under  discussion  by  the  Select  iCommittee 
is  strongly  controversial  in  character. 


Is  London  on  the  List? 

We  reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  July  18 
(p.  56)  that  the  Drug  Fund  of  the  London  Insurance 
Committee  is  threatened  by  over-prescribing.     So  far, 


London  has  been  singularly  fortunate  in  regard  to  this 
matter,  1913  accounts  having  been  paid  in  full,  and  the 
doctors  got  a  slice  out  of  the  floating  sixpences.  But  this 
year,  in  common  with  other  parts  of  the  country,  the 
first  quarter's  demand  upon  the  Drag  Fund  is  excep- 
tionally high.  Hence  our  report  of  a  fortnight  ago,  also 
the  immediate  action  taken  by  the  London  Panel  Com- 
mittee to  do  what  it  can  to  counteract  or  prevent  the 
discounting  of  chemists'  bills  by  sending  a  letter  to 
every  practitioner  on  the  panel  calling  attention  to  the 
unduly  expensive  medicines  or  excessive  quantities  of 
them  prescribed.  In  our  Summer  Issue  (pp.  138  and  139) 
we  printed  the  list  of  articles  regarded  by  the  Drugs  and 
Appliances  Sub-Committee  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
as  not  being  "  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and  medicines 
and  prescribed  appliances  required  to  be  provided  for 
insured  persons "  under  the  National  Insurance  Act. 
They  recommended  the  Insurance  Committee  not 
to  pay  for  these  articles  after  July  31,  but 
this  recommendation  was  not  adopted  by  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  at  the  meeting  which  took  place 
after  the  C.  <L-  D.  had  gone  to  press.  This  is  the  first 
exploit  of  the  Drugs  and  Appliances  Sub-Committee, 
which  was  appointed  two  months  ago,  and  whose  head- 
quarters are  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square.  The  policy  of 
the  Insurance  Committee  as  regards  proprietary  articles 
has  been  to  pay  for  them,  and  it  is  still  doing  so;  nor 
was  this  policy  changed  on  July  31.  It  is  important  to 
repeat  this  statement,  because  we  learn  that  some  chemists 
in  London  have  not  observed  that  the  Sub-Committee 
merely  recommended  the  change  of  policy,  and  this  re- 
commendation was  not  accepted  last  week.  The  Panel 
Committee  were  not  in  favour  of  the  course  pursued  by 
the  Drugs  and  Appliances  Sub-iCommittee,  for  at  the 
meeting  already  referred  to  the  following  resolution  was 
come  to  (0.  di  D.,  July  18,  p.  56)  : 

The  Panel  Committee  are  of  opinion  that,  although  the 
publication  of  a  list  of  articles  which  may  not  be  charged 
to  the  Drug  Fund  is  undesirable,  practitioners  on  the  panel 
should  receive  some  guidance  as  to  what  may  and  what  may 
not  be  supplied  at  tho  cost  of  the  Drug  Fund,  and  that  it 
be  referred  to  the  Pharmacy  Sub-Committee  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  in  the  matter. 

We  cannot  compliment  the  Drugs  and  Appliances  Sub- 
Committee  on  its  sense  of  appropriateness  and  fitness  of 
things.  It  will  be  observed  (p.  51)  that  Mr.  William 
Thome,  mentioning  the  matter  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
This,  no  doubt,  arises  from  the  letter  of  a  Stepney 
practitioner  (Mr.  Harry  Roberts,  L.S.A.)  which  had  the 
distinction  of  a  place  on  the  leader-page  of  "  The  Times  " 
last  Saturday.  The  way  that  Mr.  Roberts  puts  the  matter 
is  this  : 

An  attempt  is  now  being  made  to  bring  pressure  to  bear 
upon  doctors  to  prescribe  cheaper  drugs.  Doctors  are  to  be 
surcharged  with  the  cost  of  any  prescription  above  a  certain 
average,  no  matter  what  may  be  their  beliefs  as  to  the 
efficacy  of  more  expensive  preparations.  To  those  of  us 
who  have  little  belief  in  drugs,  little  hardship  will  be 
caused.  But  to  doctors  who  take  their  materia  medica 
seriously  the  hardship  may  be  a  very  serious  one.  The 
effect  undoubtedly  will  be  to  make  doctors  prescribe  for 
insured  persons  none  but  the  cheapest  of  mixtures,  and 
avoid  the  use  of  many  of  the  most  valuable  if  somewhat 
expensive  therapeutic  agents.  If  the  chemists  find  the  Drug 
Fund  insufficient  to  meet  their  bills,  and  it  is  not  thought 
practicable  to  increase  the  Drug  Fund,  other  than  by  fining 
the  doctors,  surely  it  is  but  equitable  that  any  doctor 
against  whom  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  raises  a  charge 
of  excessive  prescribing  should  be  given  the  opportunity  of 
doing  or  organising  his  own  dispensing,  as  is  done  by 
country  practitioners.  Such  a  course  would  be  welcomed 
by  many  doctors,  and  by  nearly  all  insured  persons. 
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This  letter  shows  what  some  London  doctors'  thoughts 
are  about  the  matter;  the  Panel  Committee  appear  to  be 
of  the  same  way  of  thinking.  "  The  Times  "  has  printed 
letters  by  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  and  Mr.  W.  A.  What- 
mough  in  reply  to  Mr.  Roberts,  both  these  pharmacists 
treating  the  matter  as  one  of  discounting  generally, 
whereas  the  immediate  occasion  of  Mr.  Roberts's  letter 
was  the  circular-letter  of  the  London  Panel  Committee. 
The  question  of  paramount  importance  is,  How  may 
discounting  of  London  panel  chemists'  accounts  be  pre- 
vented ?  Transference  of  the  checking  from  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  to  the  checking  department  at  Bloomsbury 
Square  was  effected  largely,  if  not  chiefly,  in  order  that 
the  prescriptions  of  every  panel  practitioner  might  be  so 
scrutinised  that  excessive  prescribing  could  be  detected 
at  once,  and  stopped  if  the  Insurance  Committee  so 
desired.  Facts  and  figures  ought  to  be  available  now, 
and  might  be  useful  in  assuring  panel  chemists  and 
others.  The  compilation  of  a  list  of  proprietaries  recom- 
mended to  be  banned  is,  however,  all  that  is  forthcoming 
at  present,  and  this  may  be  due  to  something  else  than 
threatened  discounting.  The  fact  that  the  Insurance 
Committee  has  not  accepted  the  recommendation 
strengthens  the  alternative,  but  we  understand  that  a 
shorter  list  is  in  preparation  at  Bloomsbury  Square. 


The  Art  of  Perfumery. 

"  A  hew  industry  has  come  to  London,  come  to  stay  and  to 
grow — the  making  of  that  most  popular  of  perfumes,  eau-de- 
Cologne." 

So  says  the  "Daily  Chronicle,"  which  proceeds,  in  the 
issue  of  July  24,  to  tell  how — 

"  The  idea  came  to  the  head  of  the  perfume  department 
at  Selfridge's.  He  made  inquiries  in  France,  and  in  an  old 
monastery  came  across  a  jealously  guarded  recipe  for  this 
perfume.  He  obtained  a  copy,  and  the  result  has  been  the 
production  of  a  scent  which  customers  declare  to  be  more 
lasting  and  more  refreshing  than  the  imported  variety. 
The  ingredients  may  be  named,  for  the  secret  lies  only  in 
the  proportions  in  which  they  are  blended.    They  are  : 

Oil  of  neroli  (obtained  from  orange-blossom). 

Oil  of  petit  grain  (obtained  from  orange-leaves). 

Oil  of  bergamot  (obtained  from  the  rind  of  bergamot). 

Oils  of  lemon  and  sweet  and  bitter  oranges  (from  the 
rind). 

Oil  of  rosemary." 

They  do  some  remarkable  things  at  Selfridge's,  but 
surely  nothing  so  wonderful  has  ever  been  done  as  to 
induce  the  "  Daily  Chronicle  "  to  believe  that  the  making 
of  eau  de  Cologne  is  a  "  new  industry  for  London."  It 
was  being  made  here  before  "  the  head  of  the 
perfume  department  "  was  born,  we  venture  to  say. 

An  Edinburgh  newspaper,  commenting  on  the  matter, 
says  : 

Every  little  chemist  was  (and  possibly  still  is)  in  the  habit 
of  making  an  excellent  variety.  The  following  formula, 
which  gives  a  fragrant,  refreshing  blend,  was  published  by 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  more  than  twenty  years  ago : 


Essence  of  bergamotte    2  drachms 

Essence  of  lemon    1  drachm 

Oil  of  neroli   20  drops 

Oil  of  origanum    6  drops 

Oil  of  rosemary    20  drops 

Rectified  spirit    1  pint 

Orange-flower  water    1  oz. 


This  quantity — a  fairly  large  one  as  perfumes  go — would 
cost  several  shillings,  but  almost  any  chemist  would  make 
up  an  ounce  or  two. 

An  Old  English  Perfume. 

"  The  Times  "  appears  to  be  no  better  informed  regard- 
ing that  fine  Old  English  perfume  lavender-water  than 
its  Radical  contemporary  is  about  eau  de  Cologne.  The 
following  observations  occur  in  an  article  printed  on 
July  29  : 

Distilling  Lavender-water. 
Why  does  no  one  do  this  now  ?    All  you  want  is  a  little 
glass  still  and  a  Bunsen  burner.    The  flowers  and  a  certain 
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proportion  of  spirit  and  water  are  put  in  a  glass  retort, 
which  is  poised  on  an  iron  tripod  above  the  Bunsen  burner. 
As  the  heat  increases  the  perfume  rises  and  passes  in  the 
form  of  vapour  by  means  of  a  glass  tube  from  the  retort 
into  the  glass  tube  of  the  condenser.  The  condenser  con- 
sists of  a  glass  tube  surrounded  by  cold  water,  which 
condenses  the  fragrant  vapour  into  liquid  oil  of  lavender. 
From  the  condenser  the  oil  droppeth  "  as  the  gentle  dew 
from  heaven  "  into  the  receiver  beneath.  Double  lavender 
is  lavender  twice  distilled. 

Strangely  enough,  English  lavender  surpasses  the  lavender 
that  comes  from  Southern  Europe.  There  is  something  in 
the  ascetic  air  of  the  north  that  extracts  a  subtler  sweet- 
ness from  the  plant.  Mere  foreign  oil  is  sometimes  used 
in  the  preparation  of  paints  and  varnishes,  and  so,  in  a 
way,  it  ministers  to  the  cause  of  art.  A  finer  kind  takes 
its  place  among  the  many  fragrant  things  that  make  the 
famed  "  water  "  of  Cologne  almost  as  refreshing  as 
lavender  alone. 

The  very  name  "  lavender,"  from  the  old  Latin  root  that 
means  "  to  wash,"  comes  from  the  practice  of  laying 
lavender  among  linen. 

The  correspondent  who  wrote  that  apparently  never 
made  an  ounce  of  lavender-water.  Perhaps  retail  chemists 
may  save  some  of  their  customers  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
and  much  expense  by  selling  them  a  bottle  or  two  of 
the  good  old  perfume.  It  will  save  the  still  licence  duty 
also. 

Poor-law  Dispensers. 

The  officers  of  the  Public  Dispensers'  Association  have 
given  evidence  before  the  Departmental  Committee  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  as  well  as  the  officers  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  representatives  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Society.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  argu- 
ment for  tenure  of  office  for  pharmacists  has  been  well 
pushed,  as  it  is  of  importance  to  the  members  of  the  craft 
who  hold  Poor-law  appointments  that  they  should  have 
equal  tenure  with  the  stewards  and  matrons,  whose  office 
in  neither  case  demands  a  statutory  qualification.  This  is 
not  only  necessary  for  the  security  of  their  position,  but 
the  dividing-line  of  a  first-class  or  second-class  officer  is 
generally  arrived  at  on  this  question  of  security  of 
tenure. 

Discretion  about  Medicated  Wines. 

The  "Alliance  News  and  Temperance  Reformer"  is 
the  organ  of  the  United  Kingdom  Alliance,  and  states 
in  the  issue  of  July  23  that  the  expenses  in  the  libel 
action  against  the  Alliance  and  others  by  the  proprietors 
of  Bendle's  Meat-Port  Nutrient  "  amount  to  a  prodigious 
sum — 'already  estimated  at  7,000Z. — and.  the  raising  of 
the  same  will  impose  an  enormous  strain  upon  the  re- 
sources of  the  Alliance."  On  the  page  following  the 
subjoined  explanation  occurs  regarding  "  Bivo  "  beef -and- 
iron wine,  panopepton,  and  vana  : 

"  We  have  ourselves  thought  it  right,  _  in  view  of  some 
misconception  as  to  the  mention,  in  certain  of  our  publica- 
tions dealing  with  the  analyses  of  medicated  wines,  of 
products  of  the  well-known  manufacturing  chemists,  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  of  Snow  Hill  Buildings. 
London,  to  make  a  statement  in  terms  approved  of  by  that 
eminent  firm.  '  Bivo  '  beef-and-iron  wine  is  not  to  be 
included  among  those  medicated  wines  which  cannot  be  sold 
without  a  licence,  for  it  is  not  sufficiently  palatable  to  be 
taken  as  a  beverage,  and  '  Bivo '  beef-and-iron  wine  con- 
tains at  least  as  high  a  percentage  of  iron  as  the  iron-wine 
of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia — described  by  ourselves  as  a 
real  medicated  wine.  Other  products  associated  with  this 
firm,  whose  name  is  a  household  word  with  thousands  of 
our  readers,  are  articles  known  as  '  Vana  '  and  '  Pano- 
pepton.' These  articles  were  only  mentioned  in  our  publica- 
tions for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  comparing  their  respec- 
tive alcoholic  strength  with  those  of  the  patent  medicines 
and  tonics  in  the  list  of  which  they  were  included.  It  gives 
us  great  pleasure  to  make  this  statement." 

Apart  from  any  legal  incidence,  such  explanations  as 
this  should  have  been  made  before  the  Select  Committee 
on  Patent  Medicines  had  concluded  hearing  witnesses.

Patent  Medicine  Committee. 
Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  learns  that  a  further 
prolonged  sitting  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Patent  and 
Proprietary  Medicines  was  held  on  Tuesday  at  the 
House  of  Commons.  Sir  Henry  Norman,  the  Chairman, 
again  presided.  Altogether,  the  meeting  lasted  for  some 
hours,  and,  as  the  result,  about  one-half  of  the  draft 
report  has  now  been  disposed  of.  There  is  reason  to 
believe  that  at  Tuesday's  sitting  of  the  Committee  several 
modifications  of  the  Chairman's  original  draft  report  were 
agreed  to.  These,  it  was  stated,  were  in  the  direction 
of  making  the  general  tenor  of  the  report  somewhat 
less  stringent  towards  the  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
and  patent  medicines  than  was  suggested  by  the  original 
draft  report  of  Sir  Henry  Norman.  For  instance,  it  is 
stated  that  the  original  report  contained  specific  references 
to  certain  widely  advertised  "cures,"  the  name  of  the 
proprietary  article  being  given.  It  is  understood  that 
at  Tuesday's  sitting  the  actual  "cure"  and  the  name 
of  the  proprietor  were  eliminated,  the  "tonic,"  the 
"syrup,"  or  the  "pills,"  as  the  case  may  be,  being  left 
shrouded  in  anonymity  and  only  vaguely  hinted  at?.  The 
Committee  held  a  further  sitting  on  Thursday,  but  it  was 
doubtful  even  then  whether  the  consideration  of  the  report 
will  be  concluded.  Mr.  O'Grady,  M.P.,  was  present  at 
the  meeting. 

Assistants  to  Chemists  and  Druggists  (Qualification) 
Bill. 

Mr.  W.    S.    Glyn-Jones's  Bill  was   down  for  second 
reading  on  Monday,  July  27,  but  was  not  reached.  There 
is  no  probability  whatever  of  any  progress  being  made 
with  the  Bill  in  the  course  of  the  present  Session. 
Trade  in  Fertilisers. 

Mr.  Runciman  informed  Mr.  Charles  Bathurst  on  Tues- 
day that  although  in  certain  cases  no  criminal  proceedings 
can  be  taken  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act 
against  a  manufacturer  in  respect  of  goods  re-sold  by 
a  retailer,  the  purchaser  is  not  deprived  of  his  civil 
remedy. 

Importation  of  Plumage  Bill. 
This  Bill,  as  amended  in  Standing  Committee,  was 
formally  put  down  for  Monday  last,  but  was  not  dealt 
with.  It  is  doubtful  whether  any  further  progress  will 
be  made  with  the  Bill  in  the  course  of  the  present 
Session.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  has  a  large 
number  of  amendments  on  the  paper,  and  it  is  recognised 
that,  had  it  not  been  for  the  hon.  member's  criticism, 
the  'Bill,  which  is  in  some  respects  ridiculous,  might 
have  gone  through  before  now. 

Tonic  Foods. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday,  Mr.  William 
Thome  asked  whether  Medical  Benefit  to  insured  per- 
sons includes  the  provision  of  proprietary  tonic  foods ; 
whether  in  certain  conditions  of  ill-health  drugs  are 
of  little  value,  and  effective  treatment  can  often  be 
given  with  suitable  concentrated  food ;  and  if  medical 
practitioners  will  be  allowed  at  their  discretion  to  pre- 
scribe on  the  lines  indicated.— Mr.  Wedgwood  Benn  re- 
plied that  insured  persons  are  entitled  to  proper  and 
sufficient  medicines  as  part  of  their  Medical  Benefit, 
and  the  question  whether  any  particular  compound  or 
preparation  is  included  within  that  category  falls  to  be 
decided  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  the  circumstances  of  the  individual  case. 

Excessive  Prescriptions  (Northumberland). 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  July  23,  the  Marquis  of 
Tullibardine  put  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
the  question  printed  in  the  C.  cfc  D.  last  week,  p.  196, 
as  to  excessive  prescribing  by  Northumberland  panel 
practitioners. 

Mr.  Wedgwood  Benn,  in  reply,  said  the  reports  to 
which  his  attention  had  been  drawn  are  to  the  effect  that 
if  excessive  prescribing  were  permitted  to  continue  the 
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chemists  would  suffer  a  loss.  The  regulations  contain 
provisions  (to  which  the  Insurance  Committee  also 
alluded)  enabling  the  cost  of  excessive  prescribing  to  be 
surcharged  against  the  doctors  prescribing. 

The  Marquis  of  Tullibardine  asked  whether  he  might 
send  the  hon.  gentleman  the  official  document  which 
contained  the  very  words  embodied  in  his  question. 

Mr.  Wedgwood  Benn  said  he  would  be  glad  to  have 
any  document  the  noble  Lord  might  wish  to  send  him. 

The  Best  Drugs. 

Replying  on  Monday  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Fred  Hall, 
Mr.  Wedgwood  Benn  stated  that  the  chemists  in  some 
areas  had  been  paid  under  discount  pending  the  result 
of  the  scrutiny  in  progress.  The  doctors  are,  however, 
paid  on  a  different  basis,  and  no  such  question  arises 
in  their  case.  In  the  normal  course  the  Tariff  is  settled, 
in  substance  at  any  rate,  before  the  chemists  renew 
their  agreements,  but  in  some  cases  details  have  been 
left  for  subsequent  settlement  by  general  consent.  If 
by  overcharging  he  correctly  understood  the  hon.  member 
to  mean  pricing  inaccurately  and  not  in  accordance  with 
the  Tariff,  such  errors  are  discovered  and  adjusted  when 
the  accounts  are  examined.  In  reply  to  the  latter  part 
of  the  question,  if  the  hon.  member  will  give  particulars 
of  any  cases  he  has  in  mind  he  will  make  inquiries. 

Mr.  F..  Hall  :  Is  it  not  to  the  advantage  of  the 
insured  person  that  he  should  be  supplied  with  the  best 
drugs  ?  In  view  of  circumstances  which  have  recently 
occurred,  does  the  hon.  gentleman  think  that  insured 
persons  will  be  able  to  obtain  the  best  drugs  ? 

Mr.  Wedgwood  Benn  :  I  think  the  answer  is  "Yes." 

Mr.  F.  Hall  :  "Yes  "  to  which?

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B.M.A.  Annual  Exhibition. 


THE  exhibition  of  drugs,  foods,  surgical  instruments 
and  appliances,  etc.,  which  is  one  of  the  features  of 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  has 
taken  place  this  week  at  MarLschal  College,  Aberdeen, 
where  the  eighty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  Association 
is  being  held.  The  exhibition  opened  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, and  a  fine  display  of  surgical  instruments  and  ap- 
pliances, electrical  and  re-ray  apparatus,  drugs,  foods,  etc., 
was  on  view  in  the  two  halls  devoted  to  the  exhibition. 
Over  seventy  exhibits  were  tastefully  laid  out,  the  colour 
schemes  of  some  of  the  stands  being  quite  striking,  and 
the  exhibition  was  in  every  way  a  success,  there  being  a 
large  and  interested  attendance  of  medical  men.  Quite  a. 
feature  was  the  number  of  electrical  appliances  shown 
by  such  houses  as  Siemens  Bros.  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  Medical 
Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  and  the  Dowsing  Radiant  Heat 
Co.,  Ltd. 

The  medical  exhibits  were  on  the  accustomed  lines,  and 
we  deal  with  those  of  interest  to  pharmacists  in  general 
in  alphabetical  order  :

The  latter 
provides  a  mild  lithia-water  containing  a  constant  and 
definite  amount  of  lithia  salt  suitable  for  regular  and  con- 
tinuous use. 

The  Bayer  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  on  hand  a  large  selection  of 
pharmaceutical  products,  special  attention  being  directed, 
among  others,  to  the  following:  "  Adalin,"  well  known  as 
a  sedative  and  hypnotic,  which,  if  is  claimed,  is  very  largely 
taking  the  place  of  veronal;  "  Cymarin,"  the  active  prin- 
ciple of  Apocynum  cannabinum  in  pure  form,  a  new  cardiac 
tonic  and  diuretic,  administered  either  internally  or  intra- 
venously; "  Elarson."  a  new  organo-arsenic  compound; 
"Compound  Cycloform  Ointment,"  containing  cycloform, 
witch-hazel,  and  zinc  oxide,  incorporated  in  a  specially 
selected  ointment-base  and- possessing  haemostatic,  antiseptic, 
and  pain-relieving  properties;  and  "  Istin,"  a  new  synthetic 
laxative  allied  to  the  active  constituents  of  rhubarb  and 
senna. 

Bovhil,  Ltd.,  showedtheir  well-known  product,  and  pro- 
minence was  given  to  their  specially  concentrated  "  Invalid 
Bovril  "  as  being  particularly  suitable  for  use  in  the  sick- 
room. 

Brand  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  exhibited  the  various  special  prepara- 
tions for_  invalids  for  which  they  are  well  known.  A  new 
preparation— Ferrocarnis,  a  pleasantly  flavoured  solution 
of  iron  in  organic  combination  with  meat-juice — was  also 
shown. 

Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  had  a  most  attractive 
exhibit,  special  prominence  being  given  to  "  Laxamel."  a 
•palatable  preparation  containing  80  per  cent,  of  "  Paro- 
leine  "  in  jelly  form,  and  to  the  use  of  "Kepler"  malt 
extract  for  adjusting  the  carbohydrate-content  of  milk  in 
humanising  it  for  infant-feeding.  Of  the  chemicals  shown, 
bismuth  salts  were  given  the  chief  place,  special  attention 
being  drawn  to  the  use  of  oure  light  bismuth  carbonate 
tor  x-ray  _  work.  A  beautiful  specimen  of  crystallised 
metallic  bismuth  deserves  special  notice.  "  Infundin,"  a 
preparation  of  the  pituitary  gland  for  use  in  cases  of 
surgical  shock  or  collapse,  was  shown,  the  preparation  of 
this  and  of  "  Tabloid  "  thyroid  gland  from  the  raw  mate- 
rial to  the  finished  article  being  illustrated  in  a  series 
of  test-tubes.  "  Wellcome  "  chloroform,  "  Vaporole  "  pro- 
ducts, sera,  and  vaccines,  "  Tabloid  "  hypodermic  cases,  and 
-Soloid  "  water-analysis  cases  were  prominently  displayed. 
An  interesting  portion  of  the  exhibit  was  a  selection  of 
fast-aid  outfits  and  "  Tabloid  "  medical  outfits  as  supplied 
to  explorers,  which  are  produced  at  prices  ranging  from 
2s  to  40/.  Special  mention  must  be  made  of  a  "Tabloid" 
splint  outfit  consisting  of  a  telescopic  arrangement  of 
splints  which  may  be  extended  to  the  desired  length,  giving 
a  rigid  splint  easily  portable. 

Buxton  Mineral  Waters  and  radioactive  thermal  waters 
were  advertised  and  exhibited  at  Stand  No.  66,  and  diabetic 
loods  and  beverages  as  specially  supplied  to  hospitals  were 
shown  bv  Messrs.  Callard  &  Co. 

The  Denver  Chemical  Manufacturing  Co.  had  forward 
an  exhibit  of  Antiphlogistine ;  and  a  most  interesting  exhibit 


from  a  medical  point  of  view  was  that  of  Down  Bros., 
Ltd.,  who  showed  a  large  and  varied  collection  of  surgical 
instruments,  including  many  new  and  interesting  models, 
and  the  "  Up-to-Date "  Quadrant  model  operation-table 
(made  under  the  firm's  patents)  and  other  articles  of  aseptic 
hospital  furniture. 

The  Dowsing  Radiant  Heat  Co.,  Ltd.,  exhibited  a  fully 
equipped  radiant-heat  bed,  showing  the  latest  form  of  appa- 
ratus and  also  apparatus  for  giving  local  treatment. 

Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster  had  a  good  exhibit  of  their 
specialities,  prominence  being  given  to  "  Panopepton," 
peptogenic  milk-powder,  "  Zymine "  preparations,  etc. 
Attention  was  specially  directed  to  "  Hormonadin,"  a 
glycolytic  extract  of  pancreas,  designed  to  present  the 
internal  secretion  of  the  pancreas  for  use  in  certain  dis- 
orders of  metabolism  attributed  to  faulty  pancreatic  func- 
tioning; and  to  "  Enemose,"  a  sterile  fluid  containing  60  per 
cent,  by  weight  of  pure  nutritive  solids,  in  1-oz.  vials, 
devised  to  afford  a  means  of  sustaining  a  patient  by  rectal 
alimentation. 

Fassett  &  Johnson,  Ltd.,  as  representatives  of  Messrs. 
Seabury  &  Johnson,  exhibited  a  full  range  of  the  modern 
surgical  requisites  manufactured  by  them,  including  Sea- 
bury's  standard  gauzes,  packed  in  patent  wood-fibre  air- 
tight containers,  and  folded  in  such  a  manner  that  part  of 
the  gauze  may  be  removed  and  cut  off  without  disturbing 
the  remainder  of  the  package,  thus  preserving  the  aseptic 
and  antiseptic  conditions  of  the  dressing  for  any  length  of 
time.  Seabury's  aseptic  ligatures  in  airtight  aseptic  con- 
tainers suitable  for  the  vest-pocket,  as  well  as  emergency 
ligatures,  consisting  of  a  length  of  ligature  ready  threaded, 
with  needle  enclosed  in  glass  tube,  were  prominently  shown. 
"  Leucoid,"  a  new  ready-made  poultice  having  a  kaolin 
basis,  put  up  in  special  paraffined  boxes  so  as  to  retain 
moisture,  was  also  shown.  This  product  is  recommended 
as  an  application  for  all  inflammatory  conditions.  "  Gelo- 
durat "  capsules,  a  specially  hardened  variety  of  capsule 
soluble  only  in  the  intestinal  fluids,  was  prominently  placed, 
and  much  interest  was  shown  in  a  micro-photographic  dis- 
play showing  the  perfection  of  Angier's  petroleum 
emulsion. 

C.  Oppel  &  Co.  exhibited  Friedrichshall  natural  aperient 
mineral  water. 

J.  Gardner  &  Son,  surgical-instrument  manufacturers, 
made  a  general  display  of  their  instruments  and  appliances. 

Chas.  Hearson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  a  large  and  interest- 
ing exhibit,  including  opsonic,  Wassermann,  tuberculin,  and 
other  incubators,  electric  sterilising  and  drying  ovens,  elec- 
trically heated  steam  and  hot-air  sterilisers,  etc.  Shaking- 
machines  worked  by  hand,  water,  and  electric  power,  and 
centrifuges  of  varying  capacity  and  speed,  similarly 
worked,  were  of  special  interest,  as  also  was  Delepine's  new 
model  duralumin  (a  special  alloy  of  great  strength  and 
lightness)  centrifuge,  made  to  take  Delepine's  duralumin 
sediment-tubes,  and  giving  a  speed  of  from  3,000  to  8,000 
revolutions  per  minute. 

William  Heineman  (Rebman,  Ltd.)  exhibited  a  selection 
of  medical  and  scientific  books,  and  also  "  Rebman  "  aseptic 
calf  lymph,  for  which  he  is  sole  agent.  This  lymph  is  pre- 
pared under  Swiss  Government  control,  and  meets  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board. 

The  Holborn  Surgical  Instrument  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  a  large 
and  varied  exhibit  of  surgical  instruments  and  aseptic  furni- 
ture and  apparatus. 

Horlick's  Malted  Milk  Co.  exhibited  their  popular  pro- 
duct and  distributed  samples  at  Stand  No.  24.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  Horlick's  milk  is  now  being 
specially  advocated  as  a  food  suitable,  in  conjunction  with 
outdoor  classes,  for  use  to  improve  the  physical  condition 
of  school-children.  Horlick's  patent  feeder  was  also-  ex- 
hibited, the  unique  points  of  which  are  (a)  the  glass  stopper 
is  ground  in,  requiring  no  rubber  washer,  and  is  retained 
by  a  spring  clip,  making  it  impossible  for  it  to  be  pulled 
out;  (6)  the  feeder  is  open  at  both  ends  and  can  be  flushed 
under  a  stream  of  water ;  (c)  it  has  no  corners,  and  can 
therefore  be  thoroughly  cleansed  ;  (d)  it  is  graduated  as  a 
guide  to  the  quantity  of  food  to  be  given,  and  a  special 
valve  allows  an  even  supply  of  air ;  (e)  the  teat'  is  non- 
collapsible  and  transparent,  and  can  be  sterilised  without 
affecting  its  resistance. 

Ingram  &  Royle,  Ltd.,  as  importers  of  all  known  natural 
mineral  waters,  salts,  etc.,  had  a  comprehensive  display 
of  these  waters  and  salts.  Special  prominence  was  given 
to  Poland  water,  an  alkaline  water  specially  indicated  for 
the  cure  of  chronic  dyspepsia  and  congestion  of  the  liver 
(so-called  biliousness)  and,  in  virtue  of  its  depurative  action, 
for  preventing  and  dissipating  gravel ;  and  to  the  mineral 
salts  of  Vichy,  which  were  shown  in  several  forms — viz., 
as  lozenges  (as  a  corrective  of  acidity  and  a  help  to  diges- 
tion) and  for  use  as  baths  and  for  drinking.  Hunyadi  Janos 
water  was  also  in  evidence. 
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Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  an  exhibit  of 
the  various  preparations  for  which  they  are  noted.  Atten- 
tion was  drawn  specially  to  Jeyes'  fluid,  "  Cyllin  "  and

Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Co.,  Ltd.,  displayed  Lemco, 
Oxo  (fluid  and  in  cubes),  etc.  A  special  feature  was  made 
of  "  Hospital  "  Oxo,  a  new  preparation  of  Oxo  in  peptonised 
and  unflavoured  form,  made  specially  for  the  sick-room  and 
hospital.  It  is  recommended  as  a  very  highly  concentrated 
form,  more  nutritious  than  ordinary  beef-tea  and  also  much 
more  economical. 

Mayer  &  Meltzer  had  an  exhibit  of  many  novel  and 
useful  instruments  for  every  branch  of  surgery.  One  of  the 
special  features  of  this  exhibit  was  the  "  Emandem  "  high- 
efficiency  electric  examination  lamp. 

The  Medical  Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  exhibited  the 
latest  patterns  of  the  apparatus  for  the  treatment  of  obesity 
by  the  system  of  Professor  Bergonie  for  local  and  general 
treatment,  with  the  important  modification  by  Dr.  Hamp- 
son  for  the  treatment  of  cardiac  and  circulatory 
derangements.

The  special  features  of  the  exhibit  were  stan- 
dardised fluid  extracts,  "  Glaseptic  "  nebulisers  and  sprays, 
"  Glaseptic  "  and  "  Glasmet "  hypodermic  and  serum 
syringes,  phylacogens,  vaccines,  and  serums,  and  a  large 
selection  of  sterilised  solutions  for  hypodermic  use  in 
"  Glaseptic  "  ampoules.  Of  the  newer  products  of  modern 
therapy  produced  by  this  firm  the  following  may  be  specially 
mentioned:  "  Argentide,"  a  concentrated  stable  solution 
of  silver  iodide,  non-irritating,  and  which  does  not  stain 
(10  minims  in  4  fl.  oz.  of  water  gives  a  very  fine  suspension 
for  use  as  an  injection,  lotion,  etc.),  chloretone  collodion,  for 
application  to  cuts,  abrasions,  etc.,  superseding  court-plaster ; 
"  Coagulose,"  the  fibrin  ferment  of  normal  blood  serum, 
intended  for  use  in  all  forms  or  haemorrhage  due  to  defec- 
tive clotting  of  the  blood  ;  hydrated  bismuth,  an  extremely 
fine  suspension  of  the  hydrated  oxide  of  bismuth;  "  Locos- 
thetic,"  an  isotonic  solution  for  injection  prior  to  dental 
extractions  to  obviate  pain  and  bleeding ;  and  pituitrin,  an 
extract  of  the  infundibular  portion  of  the  pituitary  gland.

free  from  superfluous  and  deleterious  elements,  supplied  in 
tablets  for  internal  administration,  and  in  ampoules  for

EN-GLAND. 

The  Brighton  Case. -The  Insurance  Commissioners 
announce  that,  having  considered  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Inquiry,  constituted  under  Part  VII.  of  the 
Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  to  hear  a  representation  by 
the  Brighton  Insurance  Committee,  that  the  addition  to 
the  chemists'  list  of  Sharp's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.,  would  be 
prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  they  have  decided 
to  take  no  action  in  the  matter.  The  proceedings  at  the 
inquiry  were  fully  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.,  July  4,  p.  56. 

Birmingham.— Almost  a  deadlock  occurred  at  the  Tues- 
day evening  annual  meeting  of  the  Birmingham  Insurance 
Committee  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  a  Chairman  could 
not  be  elected  because  the  voting  was  equal  for  the  two 
members  selected.  The  same  thing  occurred  again  in  choos- 
ing a  name  forone  of  the  Sub-Committees.  Eventually  the 
past  year's  Chairman  agreed  to  serve  until  the  next  meeting. 

Blackpool.— At  a  meeting  of  the  new  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  on  July  23,  Mr.  F.  Boothroyd,  Ph.C,  was  ap- 
pointed Chairman,  and  Mr.  D.  J.  Bailey,  220  Lytham  Road, 
South  Snore,  Hon.  Secretary.  Messrs.  Boothroyd,  Laurie, 
and  _  Bailey  were  nominated  as  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Service  Sub-Committee,  and  Messrs.  Boothroyd, 
Laurie,  Huddart,  Roberts,  and  Bailey  as  a  Special  Drug 
Sub-Committee. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  Insurance 
Committee  on  the  same  day  Mr.  Boothroyd  was  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Finance,  Sanatorium,  and  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committees,  and  Mr.  D.  J.  Bailey  a  member  of  the 
Sanatorium  .and  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committees. — At  a 
meeting  of  the  latter  Sub-Committee  on  July  27  Mr.  Bailey 
was  appointed  Chairman  in  succession  to  Dr.  T.  W.  Butcher. 

Brighton.— A  meeting  of  panel  chemists  was  held  at 
the  Camera  Club,  Castle  Square,  on  Wednesday,  July  23. 
Mr.  C.  G.  Yates  (the  Chairman)  reported  on  the  recent 
Conference  of  Local  Associations  in  London,  and  as  to  Mr. 
Masterman's  apparent  assumption  that  2s.  per  insured 
person  is  amplo  for  the  formation  of  an  adequate  Drug 
Fund,  remarked  that  local  experience  does  not  accord  with 
this  view ;  besides  the  6  per  cent,  deficiency  last  year,  the 
statistics  for  the  first  part  of  the  current  year  suggested 
that  3s.  would  be  inadequate.  A  letter  from  Mr.  Wooleock, 
based  upon  Mr.  Masterman's  reply  to  the  deputation,  was 
read,  urging  an  immediate  scrutinv  of  last  year's  pre- 
scriptions, so  that  the  machinery  of  Clause  40  might  be  set 
in  motion.  This  course  had  been  adopted  and  a  scheme 
formulated  for  bringing  it  to  an  early  conclusion.  It  was 
decided  to  arrange  at  the  forthcoming  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  for  an  early  conference  with  the 
Panel  Committee.  [The  official  letter  referred  to  has  been 
sent  to  all  discounted  districts.] 

Cheshire.—  The  Drug  Fund  of  the  county  was  sufficient 
to  meet  the  1913  accounts  of  chemists  in  full,  but  the  claims 
on  the  Fund  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  considerably 
exceed  the  available  income.  Of  the  182,500  insured  per- 
sons who  have  chosen  a  doctor,  31.000  were  supplied  with 
medicine  by  their  doctors  at  a  cost  of  3.060?.  to  the  Insurance 
Committee,  while  the  chemists'  accounts  for  1913  amounted 
to  16,208?, 

Eastb  -)urne — Mr.  H.  C.  Browne  has  been  elected  Chair- 
man of  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  Mr.  D. 
Merchant  Secr°ta™.  Panel  chemists  have  been  paid  the 
balances  of  their  1913  accounts. 

Essex. — The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  July  28,  when 
the  Finance  Sub-Committee  reoorted  that  they  had  con- 
sidered requisitions  from  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  for  advances  for  administrative  expenses,  and 
had  directed  that  the  amounts  required  be  included  in  the 
schedule  of  bills  and  claims.  They  were  of  opinion,  how- 
ever, that  the  payment  of  salaries  of  250?.  and  200?.  per 
annum  to  the  Secretaries  of  these  Committees  was  not 
justified,  having  regard  to  the  refusal  of  the  Commissioners 
to  allow  travelling  expenses  to  members  attending  meetings 
of  these  Committees  to  be  paid  out  of  the  sums  allotted  for 
administration  expenses.  The  Sub-Committee  recommended 
that  th'3  advances  of  501.  already  made  to  each  Committee 
be  confirmed,  and  that  further  advances  not  exceeding  200?. 
be  made  to  each  Committee,  on  requisition,  in  respect  of 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1914.  They  also  drew  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Panel  Committee 
is  not  himself  on  the  panel.    The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Com- 


mittee recommended  that  the  total  sum  advanced  to  doctors 
and  chemists  for  any  period  of  the  year  should  not  exceed 
90  per  cent,  of  the  proportion  of  the  year's  credit  estimated 
to  be  available  for  that  period.  The  Sub-Committee  re- 
ported that  they  had  instructed  the  Clerk  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees  to  the  fact 
that  there  was  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
and  cost  of  prescriptions  during  the  first  two  quarters  of 
the  current  year  compared  with  the  corresponding  quarters 
of  the  previous  year.  With  respect  to  the  checking  of  pre- 
scriptions, the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  have  intimated 
that  they  are  prepared,  out  of  their  administrative  expenses, 
to  contribute  33g  per  cent,  of  the  cost  (instead  of  25  per  cent, 
as  previously  offered),  subject  to  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  and  the  Panel  Committee  contributing  a  like 
amount.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  suggested  that  a 
small  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of  two  members  from  each 
Committee,  should  be  appointed  to  control  the  checking, 
and,  in  the  event  of  the  suggestion  being  accepted,  Messrs. 
Matthews  and  Goode  will  represent  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee.  It  was  recommended  to  approve  of  the  sugges- 
tion. Neill's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.,  was  added  to  the  list  of 
panel  chemists,  and  L.  R.  Guest,  Ltd.,  withdrawn.  Miss  M. 
Buchanan  and  Mr.  C.  Goode  have  been  reappointed  as 
members  of  the  Committee.  The  payments  from  the  Drug 
Fund  include  :  To  practitioners  on  account  of  amount  due 
for  dispensing  in  rural  areas  during  quarter  ended  April  11. 
at  A^d.  for  each  person  on  dispensing-lists,  1,081?.  Is.  2d. ; 
to  chemists  on  account  of  drugs  and  appliances  supplied 
during  quarter  ended  April  11,  1,021?.  15s.  Id.,  and  for 
quarter  ended  July  11,  5,051?.  18s.  Id.  The  paj'ments  to 
chemists  represent  90  per  cent,  of  the  amounts  due. 

Halifax.— Mr.  H.  K.  Woodward  presided  over  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Halifax  Chemists'  Association  held  on 
July  22,  when  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  take  imme- 
diate steps  to  put  into  operation  Clause  40  of  the  Medical 
Benefit  Regulations,  with  a  view  of  coping  with  the  Drug 
Fund  deficit,  and  to  communicate  the  fact  to  the  local 
Insurance  Committee.  Mr.  P.  W.  Swire  was  re-elected 
Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Huddersfield.  — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  a  report  by  the  Clerk  as  to  the  cost  of  drugs 
in  the  areas  of  several  West  Riding  towns  was  presented. 
In  Huddersfield  during  the  quarter  which  ended  April  11 
the  average  cost  for  drugs  per  insured  person  was  9.13rf., 
against  6.2<Z.  in  the  West  Riding,  and  the  average  cost  per 
prescription  was  9.76d.,  against  7.13d.  The  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee  had  resolved  : 

"  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  be  recommended  to  make 
in  consultation  with  the  Panel  Committee,  an  examination  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  prescriptions,  and  ascertain  whether  there 
is  evidence  that  the  character  or  the  amount  of  the  drugs  or  the 
appliances  ordered  for  insured  persons  by  any  practitioner  or 
practitioners  on  the  panel  is  in  excess  of  what  may  reasonably 
be  necessary  for  the  treatment  of  those  persons,  and  report  tie 
result  of  their  investigations  to  the  Committee." 
The  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  in  their  quarterly  report 
on  the  examination  of  prescriptions,  stated  : 

"  The  attention  of  the  Panel  Committee  has  ■  been  called  to 
extravagant  prescribing  on  the  part  of  several  medical  men  during 
the  quarter  which  may  be  the  subject  of  formal  complaint  from 
my  Committee  later  on  in  the  medical  year." 

Mr.  T.  F.  Robinson  drew  attention  to  the  high  cost  of 
prescriptions  in  Huddersfield  compared  with  the  West 
Riding  average,  and  said  that  all  sections  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  should  join  in  the  inquiry.  Dr. 
MacGregor  protested  against  the  chemists  being  called  in 
to  examine  doctors'  prescriptions,  for  they  were  no  more 
competent  to  give  an  opinion  than  he  was  to  command  the 
Channel  Fleet.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  J.  B.  Wood  (Hudders- 
field Chemists'  Association)  said  that  the  chemists  would 
only  concern  themselves  with  the  question  of  costs.  Dr. 
MacGregor  again  protested,  and  a  motion  that  other  sec- 
tions of  the  Insurance  Committee  than  chemists  _  and 
doctors  should  join  in  the  inquiry  was  defeated  by  thirteen 
votes  to  nine. — The  new  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on 
Thursday,  July  30,  and  made  arrangements  for  scrutinising 
the  prescriptions  both  for  the  past  year  and  the  current 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  the  amount  of  over- 
prescribing  that  has  taken  place. 

Huntingdonshire.— At  the  meeting  on  July  20  the 
Chairman,  reporting  on  the  year's  work,  said  that  the 
chemists'  accounts  had  all  been  paid,  and  the  doctors  had 
got  part  of  the  floating  sixpence. 

Kent. -Mr.  J.  Harcombe  Cuff  and  Mr.  J.  E.  French  are 
the  new  chemist  members  of  the  Joint  Services  Sub-Com- 
mittee. Consequent  upon  a  complaint  by  a  panel  chemist 
against  a  panel  practitioner  sending  prescriptions  to  a 
particular  chemist,  these  persons  have  been  written  to  about 
the  matter,  and  the  Insurance  Committee  resolved  on 
July  22  that  no  recommendation  of  a  chemist  should  be 
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made  by  a  doctor,  and  that  no  recommendation  of  a  doctor 
should  be  made  by  a  chemist. 

London  Insurance  Committee.— Mr.  Fred  Coysh  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Committee  at  the  meeting  held 
on  Thursday,  July  23.  The  Chairman  of  the  Drugs  and 
Appliances  Sub-Committee  withdrew  the  list  (published 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  July  25,  p.  138)  of  preparations  which 
it  was  proposed  should  not  be  supplied  at  the  cost  of 
the  Drug  Fund.  Mr.  Edward  Smith,  L.C.C.,  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  however,  took  occasion  to  com- 
ment on  the  recent  "  extraordinary  expenditure  "  on  drugs. 
For  the  month  of  May  last,  he  said,  bills  had  been  pre- 
sented on  behalf  of  the  chemists  for  16,338?.,  and  for  the 
first  five  months  of  the  medical  year  the  bills  amounted  to 
80,000?.  in  round  numbers.  If  matters  went  on  at  the  rate 
he  had  indicated  the  bills  for  the  year  would  amount  to 
210,000?.,  whereas  it  is  exceedingly  probable,  on  all  the 
estimates,  that  the  amount  in  the  Drug  Fund  would  not 
be  more  than  140,000?.  or  _  150,000?.  [It  is  understood  that 
the  list  has  merely  been  withdrawn  pro  tern.,  in  order  that 
a  less  drastic  and  more  reasonable  one  may  be  brought 
forward  soon,  perhaps  next  week. — Editor  C.  &  D.}  A 
letter  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  offering  to  dis- 
tribute the  funds  accumulated  during  1913  in  respect  of 
persons  who  have  not  chosen  a  doctor,  and  thus  relieve  the 
Committee  of  any  fear  of  legal  consequences.  The  offer  of 
the  Commissioners  was  accepted . 

London  Panel  Committee.— A  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  held  at  the  offices  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums 
Board,  Victoria  Embankment,  on  July  28,  Mr.  H.  J.  Car- 
dale  (Chairman)  presiding.  Among  the  committees  ap- 
pointed was  the  Pharmaceutical  Sub-Committee,  comprising 
Messrs.  M.  M.  Bernstein,  W.  R.  Cazenove,  A.  Dixon,  R. 
Esler,  R.  J.  Farman,  J.  C.  Fletcher  J.  Grace,  C.  W. 
Hogarth,  F.  C.  Knight,  J.  H.  McBurney,  W.  T.  Page, 
C.  H.  Pring,  J.  T.  Richards,  W.  F.  Roach,  A.  E.  Thomson, 
A.  Welply,  and  W.  O.  Williams,  together  with  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  arid  the  Panel 
Service  Sub-Committees.  In  accordance  with  the  Medical 
Benefit  Regulations,  Drs.  Ethel  Bentham  and  R.  V.  Don- 
nellan  were  appointed  members  of  the  Medical  Service  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  London  Insurance  Commmittee  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  special  Sub-Committee  reported  that 
they  understood  that  the  Insurance  Commissioners  had  under 
consideration  the  revision  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations 
and  the  terms  of  service  of  practitioners  on  the  panel  for 
the  medical  year  1915,  and  that  it  is  proposed  to  issue  the 
revised  Regulations  and  the  model  agreements,  embodying 
the  proposed  amendments,  by  the  first  week  in  September. 
They  were  of  opinion  that  it  is  eminently  desirable,  in  the 
interests  of  practitioners  on  the  London  panel,  that  counsel's 
opinion  should  be  obtained  forthwith  upon  certain  ques- 
tions connected  with  the  agreement  and  the  conditions  of 
service  of  practitioners,  and  recommended  accordingly. 
The  Chairman  said  a  copy  of  the  judgment  in  the  case  of 
Dr.  Salter  had  been  sent  to  all  the  members,  and  he  hoped 
they  had  all  read  it  carefully.  He  thought  they  would 
a°-ree  that  there  were  serious  points  in  that  judgment  that 
had  the  greatest  bearing  on  their  agreements  and  the  Regu- 
lations under  the  Act  which  deserved  their  earnest  con- 
sideration. The  Commissioners  stated  that  the  question  of 
a,  revision  of  the  current  regulations  and  agreements  was 
under  consideration,  and  that  the  new  regulations  would 
be  issued  by  the  first  week  in  September.  They  would, 
therefore,  see  that  the  matter  was  an  urgent  one,  and  he 
trusted  that  the  meeting  would  agree  to  take  counsel's 
opinion  as  suggested  in  the  recommendation.  Replying  to 
questions,  the  Chairman  said  that  those  agreements  and 
regulations  will  be  drawn  up  by  the  Commissioners  for  the 
whole  of  England,  and  it  is  extremely  likely  that  the  Com- 
missioners in  the  first  instance  would  take  advice  from 
Deople  interested  in  drawing  them  up.  After  that  Con- 
Eerences  will  take  place  between  the  various  committees 
and  the  medical  profession.  Apparently  the  intention  of 
he  Commissioners  is  to  take  a  certain  amount  of  _  advice 
sefore  September,  and  the  Insurance  Committees  will  hold 
inferences  subsequently.  The  business  was  not  of  general 
3r  pharmaceutical  interest.  We  ciuote  the  more  important 
massages  of  the  Committee's  circular  on  excessive  ordering 
>f  drugs  and  appliances  : 

"A  rapid  scrutiny  of  the  prescriptions  indicates  that  certain 
jractitioners  are  in  the  habit  of  prescribing-  excessive  quantities 
)f  drugs  and  appliances,  that  others  prescribe  expensive  drugs 
rtien  cheaper,  but  equally  effective,  substitutes  are  available,  and 
:hat  there  is  a  considerable  number  of  practitioners  who  order 
'or  insured  persons  articles  in  the  nature  of  foods  for  their  food, 
•ather  than  their  medicinal,  value.  The  prescriptions  are  now 
Jeing-  examined,  those  costing  more  than  Is.  per  complete  item, 
ncludinc  the  dispensing-fee,  being  closely  scrutinised,  and  informa- 
;ion  is  at  present  being  obtained  as  to  the  average  cost  of  the 
descriptions  ordered  by  each  practitioner  on  the  panel.  .  .  .  The 
Pharmacy  Sub-Committee  recommend  : 


(a)  That  proprietary  medicines  and  secret  remedies  which  are 
advertised  to  the  public,  and  which  might  be  used  for  the  purposes 
of  self-treatment,  should  not  be  supplied  at  the  cost  of  the  Drug 
Fund. 

(6)  That  no  preparation  in  the  nature  of  a  wholly  manufactured 
food  should  be  supplied  at  the  cost  of  the  Drug  Fund. 

(c)  That  no  drug,  chemical  or  pharmaceutical  preparation,  where 
the  constitution,  composition,  or  formula  is  fully  known,  should 
be  prescribed  under  a  branded  name  when  some  equally  useful 
preparation  is  available. 

(d)  That  prescriptions  for  mixtures,  pills,  etc.,  should  not  be 
supplied  at  the  cost  of  the  Drug  Fund  unless  the  full  formula  has 
been  written  out  or  reference  given  by  the  prescriber  so  that  any 
chemist  on  the  panel  is  in  a  position  to  dispense  the  same." 

London  Pharmaceutical  Committee.— The  newly 
elected  Committee  met  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square  on  July  28. 
Messrs.  C.  T.  Allen,  E.  A.  Atkins,  W.  T.  Bolwell,  C.  W. 
Brumwell,  A.  H.  Edgar,  J.  Y.  Fairweather,  G.  W.  Hatfield, 
J.  Keall,  A.  R.  Melhuish,  J.  Murison,  H.  Skinner,  J.  A. 
Thompson,  W.  Wilkinson,  and  A.  F.  Barnard  attended. 
The  following  officers  were  elected :  Chairman,  Mr.  J. 
Keall;  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin;  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher.  Messrs.  J.  A.  Thompson, 
J.  Murison,  J.  Keall,  A.  H.  Jenkin,  and  H.  Skinner  were 
appointed  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Messrs. 
Hatfield,  Keall,  and  Woolcock  were  nominated  as  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee.  Messrs.  Keall  and  Woolcock  were  re- 
appointed as  representatives  of  this  Committee  on  the 
Drugs  and  Appliances  Sub-Committee  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee.   The  next  meeting  will  be  held  on  September  15. 

TTewcastle-on-Tyne.— The  payments  to  chemists  for 
1913  amounted  to  7,797?.  18s.  9cZ. 

Northamptonshire — The  report  on  Medical  Benefit  for 
1913  shows  that  the  Insurance  Committee  entered  into  agree- 
ments with  107  doctors  and  fifty-three  chemists.  The  number 
of  insured  persons  on  the  doctors'  lists  for  the  year  was 
54,041.  Chemists'  accounts  amounted  to  2,697?.  4s.  id.,  repre- 
senting 96,258  prescriptions.  In  addition,  the  doctors  dis- 
pensed in  rural  areas  at  a  capitation  rate  120.094  prescrip- 
tions. The  report  on  finance  states  that  credit  had  been 
received  for  67,000  insured  persons,  whereas  the  Committee 
had  index  slips  representing  70,000.  The  Finance  Sub-Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  payments  to  doctors  and 
chemists  in  respect  of  the  quarter  commenced  July  12  should 
not  exceed  75  per  cent,  of  the  amounts  due,  as  recommended 
by  the  Commissioners. 

Plymouth.— The  Panel  Committee  have  announced  that 
they  do  not  object  this  year  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee being  granted  g<7.  per  insured  person.  They  also 
request  distribution  of  capitation-fees  in  respect  of  un- 
allotted persons,  undertaking  that  any  surcharge  that  might 
be  made  as  the  result  of  the  scrutiny  of  prescriptions  should 
be  paid  by  the  doctor  or  doctors.  The  Sub-Committee, 
having  received  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners,  recom- 
mend the  distribution  in  accordance  with  these  terms. 

Rutland. -At  the  meeting  of  the  Rutland  Insurance 
Committee,  held  at  Oakham  on  Thursday,  July  23,  Sir 
Arthur  J.  Fludyer,  Barfc.,  presiding,  Mr.  Phillips  (the 
Clerk)  intimated  that  he  had  been  in  communication  for  a 
long  while  past  with  the  Commissioners,  who  proposed  to 
pay  only  593?.  of  the  700?.  due  to  chemists  and  doctors.  He 
telegraphed  to  them  that  morning  about  the  matter,  and 
received  a  reply  to  the  effect :  "  Proposed  payment  to 
doctors  too  high.  Advances  to  doctors  and  chemists  should 
not  exceed  90  per  cent,  of  the  amount  available  for  the 
period  on  the  basis  of  recalculation  credit."  This,  he  con- 
sidered, was  most  unsatisfactory.  One  of  the  doctors  had 
written  to  say  that,  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the 
Commissioners  to  supply  the  necessary  funds  for  his  ser- 
vices, he  intended,  failing  the  payment  of  the  required 
amount  within  seve.i  days,  to  issue  a  warrant  against  the 
Committee  to  recover  the  same.  Mr.  W.  Gregory  proposed 
that  one  member  of  the  Committee  and  the  Clerk  should 
go  to  London  and  interview  the  Commissioners,  and  see 
that  this  sort  of  thing  should  not  happen  again.  Mr.  C.  E. 
Barnott  suggested  they  should  refuse  to  sit  as  a  Committee. 
Dr.  F.  R.  S.  Cosens  thought  the  only  way  to  settle  the 
matter  was  to  resign  en  bloc.  Of  course,  they  could  not 
refuse  to  attend  patients,  but  as  a  Committee  they  could 
support  the  demand  for  money  due.  Further  heated  dis- 
cussion followed ;  then  an  amendment  was  put  that  the 
Committee  resign  as  a  body  unless  the  funds  due  were 
forthcoming.  On  being  put  to  the  meeting  this  was  lost, 
and  the  original  proposition  carried.  Dr.  Cosens  and  the 
Clerk  were  appointed  to  interview  the  Commissioners  in 
London.  The  estimated  funds  for  the  quarter  in  progress 
included  40?.  advances  to  chemists  and  565?.  to  doctors. 

Scarborough.— The  North  Riding  Panel  Committee  has 
declined  to  consider  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee's  request 
for  the  payment  of  expenses  under  Section  33  (2)  of  the 
1913  Act. 
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Sheffield.  —The  first  meeting  of  the  newly  elected  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  was  held  at  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee's offices,  Church  Street,  on  July  24.  Mr.  H.  Ant- 
cliffe  was  voted  to  the  chair.  It  was  unanimously  decided 
that  Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson  be  reappointed  Chairman, 
Mr.  A.  H.  Culverhouse  Vice-Chairman,  and  Mr.  H.  Ant- 
cliffe  Secretary.  It  was  decided  that  as  far  as  possible  the 
meetings  be  held  not  earlier  than  9  p.m.  At  a  second 
meeting,  held  on  July  28,  Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson  presided. 
It  was  reported  that  a  letter  had  been  received  by  the 
Secretary  from  the  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee  asking 
for  a  provisional  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  Committee 
for  the  current  year,  giving  details  of  the  chief  items.  The 
Committee  approved  of  the  Secretary's  action  in  sending 
up  the  items  as  fixed  in  May  when  making  the  application 
for  g<7.  per  insured  person,  which  included  office  expenses, 
stationery,  Secretary's  salary,  etc.  The  following  gentle- 
men were  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Sub-Committee  :  Messrs.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson,  J.  T.  Appleton, 
and  H.  G.  Williams,  and  the  first-named  two  were  appointed 
for  the  Joint  Service  Sub-Committee. 

Southampton.— A  meeting  of  the  Southampton  Borough 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel 
on  July  27,  when  there  were  present  Messrs.  Martin, 
Hodges,  Jewell,  Clarke,  Gibson,  and  Ferryman.  In  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Bates,  Mr.  Ferryman  occupied  the  chair. 
Mr.  W.  Bates  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and 
Mr.  F.  B.  Wride  Secretary,  the  latter  being  especially 
thanked  for  his  past  services.  It  was  reported  that  the 
Secretary  of  the  Panel  Committee  is  arranging  a  joint 
meeting  in  September  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
to  take  into  consideration  the  question  of  "  Aqua  font."  and 
other  matters.  Arising  from  the  application  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  for  administrative  expenses,  a  letter 
was  read  stating  that  the  Commissioners  had  approved  of 
the  scheme,  and  empowering  the  Insurance  Committee  to 
provide  the  money. 

Southend-oo-Sea.— The  members  of  the  South-East  Essex 
Pharmacists'  Association  have  been  informed  through  their 
Secretary  that  it  has  been  mutually  decided  between  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Commissioners,  the  Essex  County 
Insurance  Committee,  and  the  Southend  Corporation  that 
■the  Essex  County  Committee  shall  continue  to  administer 
the  Act  until  January  15,  1915,  in  order  to  avoid  confusion. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  has  been  deemed  unnecessary 
to  prolong  the  session,  and  no  further  meetings,  therefore, 
will  be  called  during  the  summer.  Mr.  J.  H.  Heywood  has 
been  appointed  representative  of  the  chemists  upon  the 
Southend  Insurance  Committee  by  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  wishes 
expressed  some  months  back.  Prescriptions  will  continue  to 
be  sent  to  Broad  Street  Place  as  before,  and  cheques  for 
last  quarter's  accounts  will  be  received  on  July  29  by  all 
who  have  complied  with  the  Committee's  regulations. 

Southport.- At  the  Insurance  Committee's  meeting  on 
July  28  the  checking  of  chemists'  accounts  was  discussed. 
The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  recommended  that  the 
chemists'  accounts  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  E.  J.  George  for 
checking  for  a  period  of  three  months.  Mr.  James  Righton 
(chemist,  Southport)  pointed  out  that  Mr.  George  is  not 
a  qualified  chemist,  and  he  did  not  think  it  right  to  take 
the  checking  of  the  accounts  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  who  were  qualified  chemists.  A  lot  of  things 
came  up  in  connection  with  the  accounts  upon  which  he 
thought  qualified  chemists  would  have  more  information 
than  any  ordinary  individual.  The  Deputy-Clerk  said  the 
Medical' Sub-Committee  recommended  Mr.  George  to  check 
the  accounts  because  he  would  do  it  cheaper  than  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.  Mr.  Righton  asked  if  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee's  reports  had  not  been  satis- 
factory. The  Chairman  (Alderman  Griffiths)  :  Absolutely 
satisfactory.  There  will  be  a  saving  of  25  per  cent,  if  Mr. 
George  does  the  work.  Mr.  Righton  proposed  and  Dr. 
Pridie  seconded  an  amendment  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  should  continue  the  checking.  The  Deputy-Clerk 
read  a  letter  which  stated  that  Mr.  George  is_  at  present 
checking  for  Wa'sall  and  West  Bromwich  Committees.  The 
amendment  was  defeated  and  the  recommendation  con- 
firmed. 

West  Bromwich.— At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  on  July  28,  Mr.  Osborne  was  elected 
Chairman  and  Mr.  Kemsey-Bourne  Secretary.  Mr.  F.  R. 
Evans,  a  contractor  for  drugs  and  dressings,  was  co-opted  a 
member  of  the  Committee.  Allowance  to  doctors  for 
emergency  drugs  was  discussed,  and  decision  reserved. 

Wiltshire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  July  22  it  was  reported  that  the  amount  of  the  Drug 
Fund  for  1913  was  5.574?.  2s.  3tf.  The  total  paid  to  chemists 
was  3,016?.  Os.  8(7.,  leaving  a  balance  due  of  917.  10s.  4<7.  to 
meet  claims  amounting  to  3,1077.  lis.    In  view  of  the  actua' 


credits  for  the  year  1913,  it  was  resolved  to  make  advance 
payments  to  doctors  and  chemists.  The  average  number  of 
prescriptions  during  1913  was  24,125  per  quarter;  those 
received  for  the  quarter  ended  April  11,  1914,  numbered 
36,145,  at  a  cost  of  1,273?.  9s.  9d.,  as  against  25,112,  at  a  cost 
of  721?.  12s.  Id.,  for  the  corresponding  quarter  last  year— 
an  increase  of  50  per  cent,  in  numbers,  but  the  cost  was 
"ess,  8.7>d.,  against  8.4<7. 

Worcestershire.— At  the  Insurance  Committee's  meet- 
ng  on  July  25  it  was  reported  that  the  chemists'  accounts 
for  1913  had  been  paid  in  full,  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
Drug  Suspense  Fund  of  994?.  13s.  2cZ. 

Yorkshire  (Worth  Riding1.— The  Panel  Committee  has 
agreed  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  draw  up  a  Pharmacopoeia 
for  the  North  Riding  if  the  Insurance  Committee  agree. 
SCOTLAND. 

Aberdeen.  —Panel  chemists  have  now  received  payment 
of  the  amounts  of  their  accounts  for  the  quarter  ended 
July  11,  less  10  per  cent.  It  has  been  arranged  that  in 
future  accounts  are  to  be  rendered  and  paid  monthly.  The 
checking  of  prescriptions  is  being  brought  up  to  date,  and 
chemists  anticipate  that  when  the  report  is  available  they 
will  be  in  a  better  position  to  state  their  case  to  the  Insur- 
ance Committee. 

Kirkcudbright.—  At  the  last  Insurance  Committee  meet 
ing  it  was  reported  that  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  the 
Castle-Douglas  chemists'  accounts  amounted  to  797.,  an 
average  cost  of  Is.  10fc£.  per  prescription,  while  for  Dal- 
beattie the  total  was  16?.  (average  9d.),  and  for  Kirkcud- 
bright 137.  (average  U^d.).  Mr.  F.  Walker,  chemist,  ex- 
plained that  the  Castle-Douglas  hospital  was  the  principal 
cause  of  the  seeming  disproportion.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee reported  that  at  the  present  rate  of  expenditure  on 
drugs  there  is  a  probability  that  the  Drug  Fund  may  be 
insufficient. 

Palsle  r  At  this  week's  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee it  was  reported  that  in  1913  panel  doctors  were 
paid  11,469?.  and  chemists  2,166?.,  leaving  a  balance  of  196?. 
on  the  Medical  Fund.  For  the  six  months  ended  July  12 
5,273?.  had  been  paid  to  thirty  doctors  and  1,122?.  to  sixteen 
chemists.  During  1913  the  chemists  dispensed  67,841  pre- 
scriptions at  an  average  of  7|<7.  per  prescription.  No  com- 
plaints were  made  against  chemists  as  to  quality  of  drugs 
or  otherwise. 

WALES. 

Cardiff.  —  A  meeting  of  the  panel  chemists  was  held  in 
Cardiff  on  July  27.  Mr.  A.  Hagon  presided,  and  explained

Mr.  Mo<?g  asked  when  this  scrutiny 
would  take  place,  and  Mr.  Hagon  said  no  definite  answer 
could  be  given.  He  also  mentioned  that  prescriptions  will 
in  future  be  checked  locally.— At  a  meetmar  of  the  new 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  on  Tuesdav,  July  28.  Mr.  Hagon 
was  re-elected  Chairman  and  Mr.  S.  B.  Eason  Secretary. 

Denbighshire  The  first  meeting  of  the  new  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  was  held  at  Chester  on  July  28,  when 
Mr  J.  W.  Adamson  (Colwyn  Bay)  was  appointed  Chair- 
man and  Mr.  J.  W.  Richardson  (Wrexham)  Secretary.

(/)  Average  cost  per  patient  attended  by  each  doctor  for  county. 
{g)  Prescriptions  given  to  non-insured  persons. 

(ft)  Prescriptions  given  to  insured  persons  for  whom  doctors 
receive  capitation-fee  or  other  payment  for  drugs  and 
appliances. 

This  was  approved,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
communicate  with  each  Pharmaceutical  Committee  in  North 
Wales,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  their  opinion  in  the 
matter.  A  request  from  the  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee_  that  prescriptions  might  be  arranged  in  values 
according  to  practitioners  was  approved.  As  payments  on 
account  are  being  delayed  because  certain  chemists'  accounts 
have  not  yet  been  received,  it  w.as  resolved  that  if  anyone 
delays  more  than  seven  days  beyond  the  stipulated  date  at 
the  end  of  any  quarter  his  account  shall  be  carried  forward 
to  the  ensuing  quarter.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
write  to  the  Welsh  Insurance  Commissioners  about  pay- 
ment of  temporary  residents'  accounts,  which  has  been  slow. 

Glamorg-anshire.-The  Chairman  (Mr.  Nicholas)  of  the 
County  Insurance  Committee  and  two  other  members  are 
to  interview  the  Welsh  Commissioners  about  the  Drug  Fund 
and  checking  prescriptions. 

Merthyr  Tydfil, -At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  last  week,  Alderman  R.  P.  Rees,  chemist, 
presiding,  it  was  reported  that  chemists'  bills  for  the  past 
quarter  amounted  to  500?  Is.  6d.,  including  Miss  Harris, 
81.  9s.  id. ;  Messrs.  D.  W.  Evans,  541.  6s.  9d.  ;  E.  J.  Harries, 
ill.  9s.  2d. ;  Rees  &  Son,  471.  is.  4d. ;  Roberts,  49^.  7s.  4d. ;

Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

THE  declaration  of  war  between  Austria  and  Servia 
has  caused,  a  feeling  of  acute  depression  in  com- 
mercial and  financial  circles,  and  naturally  buyers  in 
most  instances  are  filling  their  current  requirements  only. 
Speculation  in  produce  is,  of  course,  almost  a  dead  letter, 
there  being  no  desire  to  enter  into  any  commitments, 
and  values  are  more  or  less  nominal.  The  few  changes 
which  have  occurred  include  a  further  advance  in  thymol, 
scarcity  being  acute.  Citric  acid  is  again  dearer  for  the 
same  reason,  and  citrates  were  advanced  Id.  to-day. 
New  chamomiles  are  now  offering.  Ergot  remains  steady. 
Sudan  gum  acacia  is  firm.  Menthol  is  easier.  Morphine 
remains  steady,  but  opium  is  nominal,  in  view-  of  the 
European  crisis.  Genuine  Alexandrian  senna  is  scarce. 
Among  essential  oils,  star-anise  is  steady  and  cassia  oil 
easier.  American  peppermint  oil  is  nominal.  Lemon  is 
easier ;  bergamot  and  orange  are  unchanged.  Lime  oil  is 
firmer  for  West  Indian  distilled.  Otto  of  rose  is  tending- 
cheaper.  The  Bank  Rate  was  advanced  1  per  cent,  to 
4  per  cent,  to-day.

Par- 
tially off-setting  this,  however,  are  the  large  stocks  of  oil 
held  in  public  store,  which  in  the  chief  centres — London, 
Hull,  Liverpool,  Glasgow,  Paris,  and  Amsterdam — are  be- 
lieved to  amount  to  the  equivalent  of  150,000  tons  of  seed. 
This,  apart  from  the  supplies  at  the  smaller  points;  con- 
sumers, too,  appear  to  be  well  stocked.  The  acreage  sown

Magnesium  Salts  continue  to  move  well  both  on  home 
and  export  account,  and  are  steady.  Sulphate,  67s.  6d.  to 
72s.  6d.  ;  chloride,  72s.  6d.  to  77s.  6d.  ;  and  carbonate  about 
27s.  per  cwt. 

Stkcntium-peoducts  call  for  little  special  comment.  There 
is  a  fair  average  demand,  and  prices  are  maintained.  Pre- 
cipitated carbonate  of  strontia,  90  to  95  per  cent.,  111.  to 
121.  10s.  per  ton,  according  to  quantity,  etc. ;  mineral  car- 
bonate of  strontia,  86  to  90  per  cent,  lump,  14Z.,_and  80  to 
85  per  cent,  smalls,  121.  per  ton ;  hydrate  of  strontia  crystals, 
91.  to  91.  15s.  per  ton  in  casks. 

Reunion  Essential  Oils. 

According  to  the  British  Consul  at  Reunion,  the  exports 
of  ylang-ylang  oil  and  the  average  prices  realised  during 
the  past  five  years  have  been  as  follows :  1909,  3,962  lb. 
(12s.  per  kilo.) ;  1910,  12,100  lb.  (8s.) :  1911,  3,636  lb.  (7s.  4cZ.) ; 
1912,  5,560  lb.  (6s.);  and  1913,  4,158  lb.  (6s.).  The  prices 
have  kept  fairly  steady  since  last  year,  and  there  is  no 
prospect  (says  the  Consul)  that  they  will  decline  in  any 
appreciable  manner.  The  estimates  for  1914  predict  an 
increase.  During  1913  the  exports  of  vetivert  oil  were 
1,846  kilos.  (4,061  lb.),  and  the  price  varied  between  55f. 
(21.  4s.)  and  65f.  [21.  12s.)  per  kilo.,  the  net  average  price 
being  60f.  (21.  8s.  per  kilo.).  The  demand  for  this  oil  is 
small,  and  no  increase  in  output  is  expected  this  year.  The 
exports  of  geranium  oil  were  given  in  last  week's  issue  of 
the  C.  &  D. 

Polish  Potato  Starch. 

During  the  second  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Warsaw 
Starch  Syndicate  (Association  des  Producteurs  de  Fecule, 
Rue  Wlodzimierska  16,  Warsaw)  the  number  of  associated 
factories  had  increased  to  forty-nine.  Six  new  factories 
have  joined  the  Syndicate,  which  now  consists  of  fifty-five 
works  with  a  normal  production  of  16,166  tons  (about  160,000 
bags).  During  the  year  1912-13  campaign  the  production 
of  the  associated  factories  decreased  considerably,  the  bad 
crop  and  the  high  prices  paid  for  potatoes  by  the  spirit- 
distillers  unfavourably  influencing  the  farina  production. 
In  spite  of  this,  however,  the  Syndicate  succeeded  in  ex- 
porting about  60,000  bags  (6,000  tons),  of  which  over 
3,000  tons  went  to  the  United  Kingdom.  The  export  prices 
for  superior  farina  were  111.  to  121.  10s.  per  ton  and  more, 
c.i.f.  Manchester,  etc.  The  quality  has  been  still  further 
improved,  and  many  of  the  export  brands  of  Polish  farina 
are  considered  to  be  equal  to  the  German.

Pulv.  Glycyrrhizae  Co. 

Sir, — I  was  very  interested  in  the  letter  as  to  sulphur 
in  compound  liquorice-powder  in  your  issue  of  July  11, 
and  would  like  to  say  that  some  years  ago  I  suggested 
the  use  of  potassium  nitrate  with  the  nitric  acid,  which 
assisted  in  preventing  loss,  seeing  that  as  the  sulphuric 
acid  was  formed  it  became  converted  into  potassium  sul- 
phate. The  carbon-disulphide  method  will  not  be  of 
much  use,  seeing  that  flowers  of  sulphur  contains  from 
5  to  10  per  cent,  of  sulphur  insoluble  in  this  liquid ;  more- 
over, if  the  carbon  disulphide  contains  water,  which  it 
often  does,  because  it  is  rectified  by  steam  distillation — 
a  safer  method — the  solvent  action  is  reduced  consider- 
ably. The  method  suggested  is  not  quite  new,  although 
the  hint  that  nitric  acid  must  be  entirely  expelled  is 
worth  a  strong  emphasis,  and  cannot  be  too  often  called 
attention  to,  as  also  is  the  rate  at  which  the  acid  must 
be  added  and  the  kind  of  vessel  most  suitable.  May  I 
say,  in  conclusion,  that  for  the  determination  of  total  sul- 
phur in  antim.  sulphuretum  by  the  nitric-acid  method 
the  addition  of  Rochelle  salt  is  even  better  than  the 
addition  of  potassium  nitrate  or  that  of  potassium 
chlorate  in  the  opinion  of

Assistants  in  Ireland 

Sir, — The  reference  to  the  scarcity  of  chemists' 
assistants  (C.  <£•  D.,  July  4,  p.  36)  is  scarcely  correct.  It 
it  well  known  that  salaries  in  Ireland  are  very  much 
lower  than  in  other  parts  of  the  British  Isles.  Unquali- 
fied men  get  from  40Z.  to  SOI.  per  annum  outdoors,  and  a 
Licentiate  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  seldom  earns 
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more  than  100Z.  to  150/.  per  annum ;  while  hours  of  busi- 
ness are  from  sixty  to  seventy  a  week.  It  is  a  fact  that, 
as  the  Irish  qualification  is  not  recognised  in  England, 
many  Irish  Ph.  C.s  have  to  accept  positions  as  assistants 
or  else  seek  employment  in  our  Colonies.  It  is  hardly  to 
be  expected  that,  under  the  above  conditions,  there  will 
be  a  rush  of  applicants  to  serve  a  four  years' 
apprenticeship.

[The  foregoing  scarcely  controverts  the  fact  mentioned  in 
the  news  paragraph — viz.,  that  assistants  are  exceptionally 
scarce  in  Dublin  at  present.  We  have  since  learnt  that 
another  reason  is  that  Irish  assistants  are  to  a  considerable 
extent  coming  to  England  in  consequence  of  the  demand 
for  Insurance  dispensing. — Editor  C.  &  2?.] 

Business  Science  and  a  Trade  Union. 
Sib,, — Last  week  was  Conference  week  at  Chester,  and 
in  the  Practice  Section  Mr.  T.  0.  Barlow  read  a  very 
able  paper  on  "Business  Science."  Every  pharmacist 
should  read  it  and  thoroughly  digest  it.  Mr.  Barlow 
suggested  that  every  man  should  carry  on  his  business 
worthy  of  the  best  traditions  of  pharmacy,  and  as  a 
business  man,  and  I  would  add  to  that  that  every  man 
should  study  the  interests  of  pharmacy  as  a  whole.  To 
do  this  there  must  be  co-operation,  which  must  result  in 
trade  unionism.  Why,  then,  should  pharmacy  not  have 
its  trade  union,  and  a  man  once  qualified  bound  to  abide 
by  its  laws  ?  The  advantages  of  such  a  union  would  be 
many.  We  should  have  a  perfect  understanding  be- 
tween local  pharmacists,  whereas  now  each  one  looks  the 
other  askance.  We  should  have  a  local  price-list,  and 
each  man  should  abide  by  it,  thereby  doing  away  with 
cutting.  Also  we  should  have  co-operative  buying, 
thereby  buying  better  and  in  the  best  markets.  If  we 
can  get  but  a  few  of  these  advantages  to  materialise  it 
will  be  something  attempted,  something  done. — Yours 
faithfully,  Maxwell  Hart. 

Payment  for  Insurance  Dispensing. 
Midlander  (48/40)  writes  in  regard  to  the  interview 
granted  by  Mr.  Masterman  to  representatives  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  whose  policy  he  refers  to  as  "  do 
nothing"  and  "wait  and  see."  Continuing,  he  says 
that  the  Society  should  now  proceed  to  get  panel 
chemists'  agreements  modified  along  the  following  lines  : 

"  If  properly  administered,  Is.  bd.  per  insured  person 
should  be  ample  to  meet  all  reasonable  demands  for  drugs, 
the  fund  to  be  a  central  one;  surpluses  would  then  balance 
shortages.  The  floating  sixpence  to  remain  as  at  present. 
Any  excess  over  2s.  in  any  district  to  be  <a  surcharge  on  the 
medical  men,  as  they,  and  they  only,  are  responsible  for 
expensive  or  excessive  prescribing.  Regulation  40  is  un- 
reasonable, and  should  be  cancelled ;  it  pits  one  set  of 
officers  against  another,  and  must  always  be  a  menace  to 
the  smooth  and  amicable  relations  that  should  exist  between 
doctor  and  chemist.  All  chemists'  accounts  to  be  paid  in 
full  from  the  '  Central  Fund  '  after  being  passed  by  the 
various  Committees.  All  agreements  to  be  between  the 
Commissioners.  The  Tariff  to  be  a  universal  one,  and  to 
contain  a  short  Pharmacopoeia.  All  prescription-forms  to 
be  issued  in  duplicate  to  the  chemist,  to  be  universal,  and 
to  be  dispensable  by  any  chemist  on  the  panel  wherever 
situate.  No  alterations  to  be  allowed  at  the  caprice  of  the 
various  Committees.  The  suggestion  of  taking  any  excess 
over  2s.  from  the  Medical  Fund  may  at  first  appear  drastic, 
but  from  an  experience  of  handling  nearly  20,000  scripts 
per  quarter  I  have  found  variations  of  as  much  as  100  per- 
cent, between  the  value  of  those  in  one  district  as  against 
those^  in  another  in  the  same  town,  both  districts  being 
working-class ;  the  value  of  those  in  the  highest  has 
gradually  risen  from  7.87(Z.  to  12.69<Z.  during  the  past  six 
quarters.  Other  reasons  are  that  a  large  number  of  medi- 
cines dispensed  are  not  claimed  by  the  insured  person  ;  also 
it  is  no  infrequent  occurrence  to  have  scripts  handed  in 
for  dispensing  that  have  been  in  the  insured  person's  posses- 
sion two  or  three  weeks  and  even  longer,  while  in  one 
instance  a  prescription  for  a  repeat  mixture  was  presented 
before  the  original  (issued  two  weeks  previously)  had  been 
dispensed.  These  cases  clearly  show  that  the  same  care  is 
not  being  exercised  at  the  present  time  as  formerly.  If  the 
dispensing  is  to  be  of  any  service  the  accounts  must  be 
paid  in  full,  and  it  behoves  all  chemists  to  look  at  the 
matter  from  a  commercial  rather  than  from  a  professional 
aspect."

Fool-proof  Shutter  Wanted. 

"  When  metal  shutters  of  the  Bausch  and  Lomb.  Kolios. 
Lukos,  Sector,  etc.,  types  are  set  for  time,  opened,  the 
indicator  then  altered  to  bulb  or  a  snapshot  speed,  without 
first  closing  the  shutter,  the  mechanism  is  thrown  out  of 
order,  and  on  being  returned  to  the  maker  a  fancy  price 
is  charged  for  putting  it  right.  Can  some  mechanical 
genius  suggest  to  metal-shutter  makers  a  way  of  making 
shutters  that  won't  go  wrong?  This  defect  is  the  great 
weak  spot  in  metal  shutters,  and  it  happens  so  frequently. 
Is  there  any  simple,  quick  way  of  putting  shutters  right 
when  disabled  ?  " — C.  W.  Kemsey-Bourne  (West  Bromwich). 
Multiple  Warts  on  Hands. 

J.  G.  (43/52),  writing  from  India,  states:  "  I  have  been  a 
resident  in  the  Tropics  for  the  past  twenty  years,  and 
always  cycle  to  business  and  home.  My  hands  are  there- 
fore exposed  to  the  sun  for  half  an  hour  or  so  daily.  I 
wonder  if  this  is  the  cause  of  the  warts  on  the  hands  ?  The 
warts  are  very  numerous,  and  at  a  distance  look  like 
freckles.  They  are  less  prominent  in  the  colder  months. 
I  thought  some  C.  &  D.  reader  might  offer  suggestions  as 
to  preventing  and  curing  the  affection."  [If  the  warts 
could  be  removed  it  is  probable  that,  if  light  is  a  factor 
in  producing  them,  the  application  of  quinine  or  sesculin 
solution  before  exposure  would  prevent  the  formation  in 
future  by  cutting  off  the  ultra-violet  rays. — Editor.]

Bootle  Subscriber  (47/56). — Phosphorus  paste  is  not  a 
scheduled  poison  in  Great  Britain;  it  is  in  Ireland. 

Shop  Hours  (47/55). — Until  the  Shops  Act  is  repealed, 
chemists  who  keep  their  shops  open  for  permitted  pur- 
poses on  half-holidays  must  exhibit  two  such  cards  as  the 
one  which  we  supply. 

R.  G.  (44/74).— If  you  refer  to- the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  471, 
you  will  find  that  carbolic  lotions  containing  more  than 
3  per  cent,  of  the  acid  may  be  sold  by  registered  chemists 
only. 
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Mana  (41/15). — Tincture  of  iodine  and  corn-silk  contain- 
ing extract  of  Indian  hemp  are  not  scheduled  poisons. 
Commercial  hydrochloric  acid  is  a  poisonous  substance 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908, 
Section  5. 

E.  (29/15). — The  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v. 
Edwards  was  heard  by  Lord  Chief  Justice  Alverstone  and 
Justices  Bray  and  Pickford,  as  a  Divisional  Court  of  King's 
Bench,  on  April  19,  1910.  The  Society  was  represented  by 
Mr.  Lancelot  Sanderson,  K.C.,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
and  the  appellant  by  Mr.  Danckwerts,  K.C.,  and  Mr. 
Bonsey.  The  matter  was  fully  reported  in  the  C.  &  D., 
April  23,  1910,  which  you  may  consult  at  our  office  any 
time  during  office-hours. 

W.  B.  (43/24).— It  was  in  1880  that  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  obtained  the  concession  from  the  Commissioners 
of  Inland  Revenue  permitting  the  sale  by  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  all  registered  chemists  and  druggists  of  not 
more  than  8  oz.  of  rectified  spirit  at  one  time  to  medical 
and  scientific  gentlemen  for  medical  or  scientific  research.

O.  S.  (Como)  (20/52). — Cycle-tyee. — Rubber  solution  is 
used  for  repairing  cracks  in  the  rubber  of  cycle-tyres.  The 
form  in  which  it  is  sometimes  employed  is  a  mixture  of 
powdered  raw  rubber  with  carbon  bisulphide  or  benzine, 
made  in  the  form  of  a  paste. 

H.  L.  M.  (7/7). — White  shellac  becomes  insoluble  on  keep- 
ing, but  why  it  does  so  has  not  been  satisfactorily  explained. 

/.  E.  (21/60). — We  do  not  know  the  composition  of  the 
hair- wash  to  which  you  refer,  but  it  has  been  stated  to 
contain  borax,  glycerin,  and  ammonia. 

J.  A.  (17/28). — Manganese  borate  would  probably  be  the 
best  siccative  with  which  to  experiment.  It  is  used  in  the 
proportion  of  1  in  500. 

T.  S.  (18/14). — Books  on  the  Teeatment  of  Epilepsy. — 
Gowers'  "  Epilepsy  and  other  Chronic  Convulsive  Diseases  : 
Their  Causes,  Symptoms,  and  Treatment  "  (1901,  10s.  bd.) ; 
Letchworth's  "  Care  and  Treatment  of  Epileptics  "  (1900, 
16s.)  ;  Spratling's  "  Epilepsy  and  its  Treatment "  (1904, 
16s.). 

C.  B.  (18/59). — Veteeinaey  Remedy. — The  powder  you  send, 
which  is  employed  as  a  preventive  and  cure  for  milk-fever 
and  inflammation  of -any  kind  in  animals,  consists  mainly 
of  powdered  marshmallow-root  and  slippery  elm.  We  cannot 
get  at  the  source  of  the  grey  colour. 

J.  H.  M.  (Cape  Colony)  (14/62).— Coud-soldebing.— The 
"solution"  employed  in  one  process  of  cold-soldering  is  the 
ordinary  zinc-chloride  flux.  In  this  method  of  soldering  the 
parts  are  carefully  fitted  together  and  moistened  with  am- 
monium-chloride solution  or  zinc-chloride  flux  and  a  piece  of 
tin-foil  placed  between  the  parts,  which  are  then  warmed  in 
a  lamp  until  the  foil  -melts  and  unites  the  parts.  Another 
process — so-called  cold  process — consists  in  the  employment 
of  Sullivan's  copper  amalgam — made  by  rubbing  together 
3  parts  of  precipitated  copper,  moistened  with  dilute  sul- 
phuric acid,  and  6  parts  of  mercury.  The  amalgam  is 
formed  into  pellets,  which  before  use  are  warmed  in  an  iron 
spoon  till  pasty,  this  paste  being  applied  to  the  surfaces 
to  be  united.    Sullivan's  amalgam  is  also  used  for  stopping 


teeth,  but  only  in  positions  in  which  it  is  not  seen,  as  it 
turns  black  in  a  short  time,  and  also  discolours  the  teeth 
into  which  it  is  placed.. 

Pyramidon  (22/55).— Haie-tonic. — There  is  scarcely  any 
analytical  character  about  the  sample  of  hair-tonic  which 
you  send.  We  suggest  that  a  lotion  containing  glycerin  of 
borax  and  rose-water  would  meet  the  case. 

Photo  (11/9). — Glazing-solution  foe  Photogeaphs.— This 
is  wood-naphtha  containing  formaldehyde.  The  gelatin 
prints  are  soaked  in  this  solution  just  before  they  are 
squeegeed_  on  to  a  polished  sheet  of  plate  glass.  The  com- 
bined action  of  the  spirit  and  formaldehyde  prevents  the 
prints  sticking  to  the  glass,  and  also  ensures  a  hard,  bright 
surface.

S.  W.  E.  (3/20).— Silveb  SOAP.— This  differs  from  the 
usual  variety,  which  consists  generally  of  finely  powdered 
whiting  incorporated  with  curd-soap  by  means  of  a  little 
water.  Your  sample  consists  of  soap  mixed  with  a  very 
smooth  variety  of  kieselguhr,  with  a  small  quantity  of  dex- 
trin and  sufficient  aniline  dye  to  tint  it  pink.  A  good  soap 
for  cleaning  silver  is  made  by  the  following  process:

The  stimulating  effect  of 
brushing  the  scalp  is  a  valuable  method  of  counteracting 
the  effects  which  result  in  the  hair  falling  out.

Quebec. — Mr.  J.  E.  Trembie  was  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  held  at  Montreal  on  July  8  elected  President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Quebec,  and  Mr. 
H.  J.  Pilon  was  re-elected  Secretary. 

jSaskatchewan  College  of  Pharmacy. — This  College, 
founded  in  connection  with  the  University  of  Saskatoon, 
began  with  twenty-two  students,  and  of  these  twenty 
passed  the  qualifying  examination  which  was  held 
specially  at  the  University.  This  examination  was  in 
addition  to  the  regular  one  held  at  Regina  in  June,  when 
twenty-nine  candidates  passed. 

New  Brunswick. — 'The  annual  meeting  was  held  at 
St.  John  on  June  16,  when  the '  following  officers  were 
elected  :  President,  Mr.  H.  J.  Mowatt ;  Vice-President, 
Mr.  H.  H.  Wood  worth;  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  0.  Spencer; 
Treasurer,  Dr.  E.  0.  Steeves ;  Registrar,  Mr.  E.  R.  W. 
Ingraham.  The  Registrar's  report  showed  that  there 
are  163  members,  and  the  Treasurer  reported  n  balance  in 
hand  of .  $1,228.92. 

Prince  Edward  Island. — At  the.  annual  meeting  of  " 
the  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  June,  the  meeting  ap- 
proved of  the  principle  of  interstate  reciprocity  of 
pharmaceutical  diplomas.  The  following  officers  were 
elected  :  President,  Mr.  J.  E.  Dalton,  Summerside  ;  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  J.  C.  Ferguson,  Souris ;  Secretary- 
Registrar,  Mr.  A.  E.  Foster,  Charlottetown ;  Treasurer 
Hon.  G.  E.  Hughes,  Charlottetown. 

Interstate  Reciprocity. — According  to  the  "  Canadian 
Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  the  Ontario  College  has  signed 
an  agreement  for  unrestricted  reciprocity  between 
Ontario  and  Alberta.  The  agreement,  which  has  still 
to  receive  the  signature  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion of  Alberta,  provides  that  each  province  will  register 
licentiates  of  the  other,  but  applicants  must  have  served 
a  full  apprenticeship  in  the  province  from  which  they 
come,  -  arid  have  passed  the  qualifying  examination  in 
the  same  province.  This  is  regarded  as  a  beginning  of 
complete  interstate  reciprocity. 

Nova  Scotia. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Nova 
Scotia  Pharmaceutical  Association  held  on  June  22,  Mr. 
E.  M.  McLeod  was  in  the  chair.  The  Registrar's  report 
stated  thai  the  membership  on  the  date  of  the  meeting 
was  165,  and  the  Treasurer's  report  showed  a  balance 
in  hand  of  $1,541.71.  These  reports  were  adopted.  A 
discussion  on  interstate  reciprocity  came  on  on  June  23, 
but  the  proposals  for  unconditional  reciprocity  were 
rejected.  The  election  of  officers  for  the  new  session 
resulted  as  follows  :  President,  Mr.  A.  J.  Crease, 
Amherst ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  J.  J.  Turnbull ;  Treasurer, 
Mr.  A.  A.  Thompson;  Secretary-Registrar,  Mr.  G.  A. 
Burbidge. 

Molybdenite  Deposits. — The  "  Hobart  Mercury  '' 
states  that  a  find  of  molybdenite  has  been  made  at  North 
Heemskirk,  where  a  syndicate  has  pegged  out  a  section 
of  eighty  acres.  The  seam  is  from  six  to  twelve  inches 
in  width.  The  mineral,  which  occurs  also  in  other  parts 
of  Tasmania,  is  worth  about  56Q£.  a  ton.  From  it  is 
prepared  molybdenum,  used  in  hardening  steel. 

Fire  in  Brisbane. — On  the  night  of  June  10  the  pre- 
mises of  Messrs.  McGuffie  &  Co.,  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
were  destroyed  by  fire,  and  also  those  of  Messrs.  Carl 
Zoeller  &  Co.,  dealers  in  surgical  and  other  instruments, 
dressings,  and  sundries.  Both  these  businesses  are  in  the 
same  building,  and  occupy  a  prominent  position  in  Queen 
Street,  the  main  thoroughfare  of  the  city.  A  few  months 
ago  "Mr.  W.  A.  McGuffie,  who  is  now  in  England,  sold  out 
his  holding  in  the  business  to  Mr.  Sidney  G.^  Cowell. 
Only  a  small  portion  of  the  stock  and  fixtures  have  been 
salved.  The  insurance  on  Messrs.  McGuffie's  stock  and 
fixtures,  amounting  to  4,500L,.  has  been  settled  in  full, 
which  shows  the  advantage  of  systematic  bookkeeping. 
The  account-books  and  prescription-books  were  saved. 
Messrs.  McGuffie  have  secured  temporary  premises  next 
door.  Meanwhile  Messrs.  Watkins  ,&  Mackay  are  doing 
the  dispensing  for  the  firm.

Courtesy  rirst.— The  new  Vice-President  (Mr.  Collin) 
of  the  Hiker  Drug-store  is  insisting  on  assistants  saying 
"Thank  you"  and  "Please"  to  customers.  He  has  made 
quite  a  feature  of  courtesy  in  service,  and  also  sends  out 
"form"  letters  to  the  managers  every  week,  together  with 
a  little  bulletin,  published  monthly,  called  the  "Riker 
Record."  The  two  important  features  that  the  drug-clerks 
have  to  put  first  and  foremost  are  sales  and  service.  If 
a  man  is  not  a  good  salesman  the  company  have  no  use 
for  him. 

Proprietary  Medicines.— It  is  stated  in  the  "New 
York  Times"  that  Dr.  S.  S.  Goldwater,  of  the  Department 
of  Health,  has  discovered  a  section  of  the  Sanitary  Code 
which  gives  power  to  prosecute  makers  of  fraudulent  pro- 
prietary medicines.  It  is'  a  misdemeanour  under  this  section 
"  to  make  any  false  or  deceptive  representation  as  to  the 
quality,  purpose,  or  effect  of  any  drug,  medicine,  decoction, 
drink,  or  other  article  intended  to'  be  taken  as  medicine." 
If  suits  instituted  under  this  section  are  unsuccessful  it  is 
•stated  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  obtain  a 
similar  law  to  that  recently  enacted  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  which  requires  the  formula  of  the  medicine  to  be 
placed  on  the  package. 

V.S.P.  Revision.-The  "Digest  of  Comments"   on  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  National  Formulary 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1912,  has  just  been  issued 
from  the  Government  Printing-office  at  Washington.  The 
bulletin  is  the  work  of  Mr.  M.  G.  Motter  and  Mr.  M.  I. 
Wilbert,  and,  like  the  volumes  that  have  preceded  it,  is  an 
excellent  resume  of  the  various  suggestions  that  were  made 
during  1912    for    improving  pharmacopoeial    processes.  It 
reflects  also  the  advance  of  knowledge  in  materia  medica 
and  so  provides  material  for  the  revision  of  official  mono 
graphs.    Abstracts  are  made  from  practically  all  the  jour 
nals  and  reports  dealing  with  pharmacy  and  medicine  in 
English  and  other  languages.    The  "Digest"  consists  of 
489  pages,  two-thirds  of  the  work  being  classified  comments 
on  official  articles.    These  are  quite  brief,  in  many  cases 
being  merely  a  reference  to  the  paper  in  which  the  subject 
was  discussed.    Other  portions  of  the  bulletin  deal  with 
the  legal  status  and  development  and  scope  -of  Pharma- 
copoeias,  non-pharmacopoeial  standards  (contains  much  in 
formation  on  biological  products),  analytical  data?  vegetable 
drugs,  and  pharmaceutical  preparations.
